TORONTO, April 21—Dr. H. W. Waters 
has resigned as general manager and 
F. F. Brentnall has resigned as treasurer 
of the Canadian National Exhibition. 
Their resignations were accepted unani- 
mously and with virtually no discussion 
by the board of directors on April 18. 
The resignations came as the climax to 
internal dissension and many reports and 
rumors recently. It is understood that 
the Brentnall resignation was at the be- 
hest of a past president of the exhibition. 
Dr. Waters had resigned a week prior to 
Wednesday’s meeting and refused to re- 
consider, declaring his action a protest 
against alleged interference with his 
executive duties by members of the board.

Closer Co-Operation and Action 


IATSE said to be bringing question of all-inclusive 
theatrical group before AFL in fall—actor movement 
also in that direction—studios would be next

NEW YORK, April,23.—Altho no agreements have yet been made, there is an 
undercover movement among the theatrical unions for closer co-operation tending 
toward eventual amalgamation. There are strong rumors that the IATSE may bring 
up the question of reorganizing the theatrical craft unions at the American Federa- 
tion of Labor convention in fall. If the IATSE, a powerful AFL factor, brings this 
question up on the floor it is expected to recommend the formation of a vertical 
(industrial) union for the theater. A vertical union, now the raging issue before 


the AFL, would mean that theater own- 
ers would have to deal with a single union 
rather than with several smaller ones. 
The IATSE is a vertical union, but a 
small scale. It takes in the electricians, 
stagehands, projectionists, etc. Under or- 
dinary circumstances, for example, the 
electricians would be with the electrical 
workers’ union. 

If the AFL okehs breaking down craft 
jurisdictions, it is possible that such 
classifications as ushers, janitors, ticket 
sellers, wardrobe women, press agents, 
etc., would be lumped into a new union,

CHICAGO, April 23.—Chicago saw a 
“parade what was a parade” Friday 
night, and to every witnessing oldtimer 
it brought back memories of the days 
when no circus day was complete with- 
out a parade. The occasion was the 
preliminary to the season’s opening of 
Hagenbeck - Wallace Circus Saturday 
afternoon at the Coliseum, and it 
brought tens of thousands of eager men, 
women and children to the Loop. Not 
& one went away disappointed, for the 
Parade was actually a stupendous affair. 

The press agents’ promises of gorgeous- 
ly gold-leafed parade wagons, tons of 
“bulls,” bands, calliopes and what not 
were fulfilled. There were air, electric 
and steam calliopes, band wagons, dozens 
of newly decorated animal cages, four, 
Six and elght-horse teams, bulls, camels, 
zebras, men and women in full-parade 
regalia on horseback. It was a gorgeous, 
beautiful and inspiring sight. 

The opening of the show was the best 
in a number of years. Chicago is no- 
toriously slow in going to the circus, the 
first few days usually being very poor. 
Attendance at both the Saturday mat- 
inee and night performance was far 
ahead of last year, and the Sunday mat- 
inee had almost a full house. Advance 
Work has been well done, the billing job 
being the best in years, due perhaps to 
the fact that the show is doing its own 
billing here this season. The de- 
partment, too, has done well, and there 
have been stories and pictures in the 
local papers daily. Chicago engagement 
is being handled by Ora Parks, in charge; 
Tex Sherman and Allen Lester. Klara K. 


Knecht has, as usual, taken care of the 
radio, schools and clubs. 

This year, as last, the regular dress 
rehearsal was cut out. But there was a 
get-together Friday morning that took 
its place. Samuel W. Gumpertz, Pat 
Valdo and Roland Butler came on from 
New York City for the opening.

along with the stagehands, prujectionists 
and musicians. Present union lines 
would be wiped out, or possibly retain 
their structure and vest real power into 
the one big union. 

The musicians are understood to be 
opposed to a vertical union. The AFM has 
always felt its present structure gives 
it the greatest strength. However, there 
might be formed a vertical union of 
permanent house employees, and this 
would not in any way affect the present 
status of traveling theatrical people such 
as musicians, press agents and actors. 


Actors. however, have also become in- 
terested in the vertical union idea. The 
younger element of Equity, for example, 
has come out for closer co-operation 
with the APA and with the other theat- 
rfcal unions. There is increasing senti- 
ment among union actors for either 
strengthening the Four A’s or merging 
Equity, AFA, BAA and other Four A’s 
members, along with closer co-operation 
with the other union crafts. 

One important angle in the vertical 
union movement is the growing strength 
of the new service employees and front- 
of-housé unions and the realization by 
the IATSE that it lost a great chance in 
not unionizing these crafts itself. 

If the vertical union idea won out in 
the theater, the next logical step would 
be to press it for the film studios. 


Usher Strike Averted for Week; 
Recognition May Be Mandatory 


NEW YORK, April 21—A strike of 
members of Local 118 of the Theater 
and Amusement Employers’ Union was 
postponed one week today pending a 
checkup of the union’s claim that it 
represents a majority of Loew and RKO 
theater workers under its jurisdiction.

yesterday called suddenly by Division 
Administrator Sol A. Rosenblatt. He 
induced the circuits to agree to recog- 
nize the union if the union could prove 
it represented a majority of workers. 
Recognition of the union would mean a 
closed shop. 

If the union is found lacking a ma- 
jority then it is expected that Rosen- 
blatt will not press the circuits for 
recognition. The union would then have 
one alternative, to call its strike and 
depend on its strength to force recog- 
nition. Plans for the strike are com- 
plete and the circuits and independents 
are ready for ‘t. 

On the other hand, if Rosenblatt de- 
mands that Loew and RKO recognize 
the union, then it is expected that all 
other local operators will also recog- 
nize it. 

Charles C. Levey, head of the union, 
and his counsel, Abner J. Rubien; 
Charles C. Moskowitz, of Loew: Major 
L. E. Thompson, of RKO; representatives 
of other circuits, and Ben Golden, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the regional labor 
board, met at the request of Rosenblatt 
yesterday and reached the temporary 
truce after a hot three-hour session. ' 

Previous to the strike call the circuits 
and Levey met Tuesday in Moskowitz’s 
office in a last attempt to reach an

NEW YORK, April 21—When hearings on the revised Code for the Legitimatt 
Theater reconvene in Washington, an attempt will be made to soothe the troubled 
waters with what amounts to a compromise arbitration board in labor disputes. 
This board, long sought by the managers and long refused by labor, was at first 
called mandatory by Deputy Administrator William P. Farnsworth at the last hear- 
ings, following an order from General Johnson. According to the original interpreta- 
tion, all disputed labor questions would have to be submitted to the board for final 


settlement. Labor representatives, to a 
man, rose against it, with Frank Gill- 
more, president of Equity, saying that 
his organization would pull out of the 
Code Authority if such a measure went 
thru. 


Later, at a conference, Farnsworth re- 
vised his ruling, saying that submission 
of such problems to an arbitration board 
Was mandatory, but that the decision 
of the board need not be final. 

With disruption of the Code Authcrity 
threatened, the meeting of that body 
Wednesday went on record as favoring 
the establishment of an Industrial Rela- 
tions Board, as suggested in Johnson’s 
order, the board to have only the power to 
suggest, its rulings not to be binding 
upon either party. In other words, if 
labor disagreed with a decision, it would 
still have the right to strike or to take 
other collective action. 


It is doubtful, however, that even the 
compromise will go thru without a 
struggle. Equity, whose council em- 
powered Gillmore to pull out of the Code 
Authority at its regular meeting Tuesday, 
has taken no Official action on the new 
setup of the board as yet, awaiting the 
definite details of its constitution, which 
are now being drawn up. At Wednesday’s 
meeting of the Authority, however, it 
was decided that managers and labor 
should have equal representation, with 
an impartial chairman who would have 
the power to vote in case of a deadlock 
and who could be removed at any time 
by a majority vote. 


Altho Equity has given out no official 
statement, the general sense is that the 
association will oppose even the com- 
Promise form. Equity is against any 
possibility of reopening those questions 
which it has already settled, such as the 
Pesting of bond, Sunday shows and the 
closed Equity shop. Also, it is felt, abuses 
might crop up under the compulsory 
arbitration system. An example cited was 
that of a-problematical fly-by-night man- 
ager who would be able to decamp before 
the forced arbitration could be held. In 
addition, it 1s felt in certain quarters 
that, altho the board would have only 
power to suggest, its decision, in effect, 
would be mandatory, since the great pres-

Seeks survey on working 
out of code for presenta- 
tion at Louisville meet

NEW YORK, April 21.—The IATSE, in 
preparation for its convention in Louis- 
ville next month, is preparing a survey 
of working conditions under the NRA 
codes, and to that end has sent out to 
all locals a questionnaire regarding 
working conditions, salaries and kindred 
questions. Sent out over the signature 
of Louis Krouse, assistant president, it 
includes nine questions. They are: 


“1. Are your members working with- 
in the 40 hours prescribed by the code? 
If not what is the average overage? 


“2. What disposition was made rela- 
tive to overage in hours, was this as- 
sumed either wholly or partially by the 
management, or was it entirely absorbed 
by the members? 


“3. Is there a signed contract existing 
for any stipulated period, or are you 
working under verbal agreement? 


“4, Have you filed protest with the 
Division Administrator relative to fail- 
ure of certain managements to comply 
with the code? Name theater involved. 

“5. Was settlement obtained in such 
cases? 

“6. Has the code been instrumental 
in organizing any of your unfair houses? 
Has it increased the employment oppor- 
tunities of your members? 

“7. What is your present average hour- 
ly scale under your existing contract or 
agreement? 

“8. If and when it was necessary to 
resort to arbitration to reach an adjust- 
ment, did the resvitant decision improve 
the condition arbitrated? 

“9, Has the code been beneficial or 
detrimental to your local organization? 
In what manner?” 


Vermont Wants Musicals 


RUTLAND, Vt., April 21——The thirst 
for stage productions in this vicinity is 
revealed by the result of a survey con- 
ducted by The Rutland Daily Herald 
The paper sent a reporter out to ques- 
tion people in the street as to their 
attitude toward stage shows and every 
person questioned was in favor of a 
return of road shows. 

The majority of peopie questioned 
stated their preference for shows of a 
musical nature. Such have always 
proved far more popular in Vermont 
than the drama. No one suggested a 
retuyn of vaudeville. This form has 
never been a popular here.

At Parting of Ways 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 21.—FPiling of 
articles of incorporation of the Curran 
Theaterical Productions means that 
Homer Curran and Edward Belasco, 
noted Coast producers, have legally 
separated as producing partners. Each 
will operate separately but under a 
friendly agreement as to theaters and 
bookings. 

Directors of the Curran enterprise are 
K. Baxter, M. Berry and Edward Jacobs, 
of San Francisco, and Frank Avilla, 
Cakland. 

Curran’s representative here while at- 
tractions are playing will be John Pel- 
tret, bay theatrical figure, who has 
appeared here in advance of many 
shows. 

Curran has Coast rights to Maxwell 
Anderson’s Mary of Scotland, now star- 
ring Helen Hayes in New York. He has 
She Loves Me Not to dress rehearsal 
point and will bring it to the Curran 
Theater here following its Los Angeles 
run. Helen Morgan’s new play, Memory, 
by Myron Fagan, will also be brought 
here following its Southern California 
1un. 


N. Y. Pix Bill 
Being Opposed 


NEW YORK, April 21.—The bill to 
bring about drastic increases in license 
fees for mction picture houses here is 
meeting with opposition. Introduced by 
Alderman Morton Baum, the bill is be- 
fore the Aldermanic Board’s Committee 
on General Welfare, and the bulk of the 
opposition is being wielded by Alderman 
Murray Stand. 

The bill, which would boost yearly 
license fees from $100 to $500 to $300 
te $2,000, ‘s expected to flop, according 
to sources in the City Hall. 


Kentucky Sales Tax? 


FRANKFORT, Ky., April 21.—Gross 
receipts of places of amusement, except 
those operated by charitable and educa- 
tional organizations, would be subject 
to the 3 per cent tax levy recommended 
by the special committee delegated to 
investigate means of raising revenue for 
governmental, educational and relief 
purposes for presentation to the extraor- 
dinary session of the Legislature to be 
=— here, probably the first week in 

ay. 

In outlining a tax program the com- 
mittee declared that it found the 3 per 
— sales tax to be “the most feasible 

tele ato way of raising” approxi- 
mm - $10.500,000 for carrying on the 
work ‘of State government, altho it in- 
cluded several other tax proposals, 
among them a tax on amusement 
places, which would be a separate tax 
and would be combined with several 
other levies to raise the aggregate 
amcunt. 

Defeated at two previous sessicns, the 
sales tax fs seen as almost certain to 
be enacted at the coming special session. 


Detroit’s Legit Boom 


DETROIT, April 21.—Detroit’s legiti- 
mate season took a sudden boom this 
week, after houses had been dark about 
three months, with the opening of the 
Scottish Musical Players for a three-day 
stand at the Cass, playing in The Cot- 
ter’s Saturday Night and other Scotch 
Plays. House attendance was so unex- 
pectedly heavy that the engagement was 
extended one night, repeating the same 
program. This is the first time a legiti- 
mate engagement has played an extend- 
ed run in Detroit this season.

Brownell Bill 
Passed i in N.Y.

NEW YORK, April 21.—The New York 
State Legislature today passed the 
Brownell Amendment to the Wales Pad- 
lock Law, thereby exempting theater 
owners from the penalties of the bill 
Actors had already been exempted by 
the Post Amendment, passed three years 
ago. 
The Wales Law provided that in the 
case of an indecent or immoral play the 
theater in which it was shown be pad- 
locked, thus bringing the brunt of the 
punishment upon the shoulders of the 
house owner. The Brownell Amendment 
makes the producer, rather than the 
theater owner, responsible for a salacious 
play. The theater owner has his house 
exempt from padlock providing that he 
files with the city authorities the name 
and address of the producer, and also 
providing that the producer is within 
the jurisdiction of the court and may be 
reached by the authorities. 

The Brownell measure was sponsored 
by the League of New York Theaters 
and by the National Council on Free- 
dom From Censorship. The latter body 
is also sponsoring a parallel Brownell 
measure, which would exempt newsdeal- 
ers from prosecution in the sale of im- 
moral magazines, placing the brunt of 
the blame upon the publisher. 

The Wales Law raised a storm of pro- 
test when it was passed, because of the 
strictness and alleged unfairness of its 
provisions. Under it there were many 
cases of actors being carted away from 
the stagedocr to prison in a black maria, 
merely because of their participation in 
what the authorities chose to call an 
immoral performance. A similar ordi- 
nance on the West Coast once sent 
Nance O’Neil to the hoosegow for ap- 
pearing in a performance of Lysistrata. 

The abuses of the law so far as they 
affected actors were done away with 
when the amendment sponsored by for- 
mer Assemblyman Langdon Post was 
passed, largely thru the efforts of the 
Actors’ Equity Association.

Two R. I. Bills Opposed 


PROVIDENCE, April 21.—Rhode Island 
theater interests are vitally concerned 
with outcome of two bills now in com- 
mittees in State Legislature. Opposition 
voiced by them will probably result in 
both bills not being reported out ‘this 
session. 


First, most strongly opposed, intro- 
duced by Senator William G. Troy, of 
Providence, would prohibit theater owner 
from permitting operator to operate 
more than one projector machine during 
any one performance. While operating, 
the bill reads, Operators should not leave 
the operating side of the machine nor 
engage in or attempt to engage in any 
other work in the booth. 


Other bill is a House measure intro- 
duced by Assemblyman Walter Sepe, of 
Cranston, which prohibits “standees” tn 
halls or theaters of less than 150 capacity 
and limits standing room in theaters of 
400 or more seats to a ratio of one per- 
Son to every nine square feet of floor 
area of aisleways. Measure is in hands 
of corporations committee.

NEW YORK, April 23.—The Resort 
Association of America, recertly organ- 
ized aS a co-operative group of 
leading hotel and summer resorts up- 
State and other near-by spots, has ap- 
pointed Nat Abramson as its official 
entertainment booker and representa- 
tive. Purpose is to gct the advantage of 
collective bargaining and a code

Social directors will also be 
placed thru Abramson, and the organi- 
zation will also seek to buy other com- 
modities such as groceries in effort to 
Obtain the benefit of better prices.

$95,191 for 1933 after all charges for the 
12 months had been paid. The 1933 net 
was equal to $3.31 a share on the 28,700 
shares of $100 par value 7 per cent cu- 
mulative stock. In 1932 the corporation 
Showed a net loss of $993,638 


The profit shown in 1933 was due to 
sharply reduced operating and overhead 
expenses. The eross for the year was 
below that of 1932, due to reduced ad- 
mission prices, but the number of cus- 
tomers showed a gain. The influence of 
A Century of Progress was felt from July 
on thru the summer, and it is expected 
the theaters will again benefit from the 
fair this year. 

At the annual meeting Tuesday all of 
the old directors were re-elected, as were 
the officers.

Lewis charges that between April 6 
and 14 Levey threatened him with dire 
action if he did not restore certain em- 
ployees to work and if he did not sign a 
union contract.

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Compliance Board Cracks 
Down on Code Violators 


Orders producer to pay Japanese girl code salary after 
complaint by AFA—makes decision on line girl cos- 
tumes—probing several other complaints 


NEW YORK. April 21.—The local Regional Compliance Board “cracked down” 
on code violators this week. It ordered the producer of a flash to pay code salary to 
a Japanese girl in the act and also ordered the Capitol Theater to provide proper 
costumes for its line girls. In addition, it is calling other alleged code violators to 
its offices for hearings. The American Federation of Actors, making its first appear- 
ance before the Compliance Board in behalf of a member, pushed the complaint 
by Hatsu Kuma against George Pings, producer. Miss Kuma charged Pings hired 


her for the Sanami and Mishi act, promis- 
ing her $50 a week the first two weeks and 
$100 a week thereafter. She claims she 
played only three days at the Folly, 
Brooklyn, out of six weeks of rehearsals 
and layoffs and received only $8. Roland 
Morgan, in charge of hours and wages 
complaints for the board, heard Pings’ 
defense and ordered him to settle. Pings 
has premised to pay. 

An interesting angle in the Pings- 
Kuma case is the fact that the Sanami 
and Mishi 10-people act holds a con- 
tract for three days at the Folly Theater 
for $100 as only a four-people act. Bhe 
AFA claims this contract is a subterfuge 
to avoid paying code minimum, which in 
this particular instance would have been 
$225 for the three days. Even as a four- 
people act, it would have rated $120 for 
the date. The Compliance Board is in 
possession of the contract. 

Morgan has requested the Capitol 
Theater to supply proper costumes for its 
chorus girls, in accordance to the vaude 
code. Several line girls had complained 
that those doing relief work, in accord- 
ance with the six-day-week provision for 
permanent lines, were not supplied with 
proper size costumes. 

The board is also probing the com- 
plaints of Chorus Equity against Sam H. 
Grisman, Hal Sands and John Schultz, 
vaude producers, who dre accused of vio- 
lating the minimum salary and lay- 
off clauses of the code. 

Altho not coming under the vaude 
code, the complaint of chorus girls at 
the Hippodrome that they are being 

id $10 weekly for 12 weeks is also be- 
— investigated by the board. 

The Compliance Board is also handling 
a complaint against Billy Jackson, vaude 
producer, by Four Trojans, an act in Joe 
Fanton’s unit. 


Talk of Schenck 
Going Hollywood 


NEW YORK, April 21.—A story made 
the rounds this week to the effect that 
Marvin Schenck, Loew vaude booker, had 
resigned and was going to the Coast to 
step into the film business. Schenck 
denied the story, and several of his close 
friends substantiated the denial. Gen- 
erally admitted, tho, that there is a lit- 
tle something to the story. 

Schenck, when queried about the re- 
port, said that he is going to remain 
with the booking Office and that the 
report came about as a result of some 
kidding. The report had him going to 
the Coast to join either MGM or United 
Artists. 

It is generally known that for some 
time Schenck has confided to his inti- 
mates and colleagues in Loew that he 
was anxious to get out to the Coast and 
get away from office routine. He’s sup- 
posed to be desirous of setting up an 
indie film talent agency. 


Penner Opens Loew 
Tour in Jersey City 


NEW YORK. April 21—Joe Penner 
Opened his eight-week Loew tour in 
Jersey City yesterday. Penner goes into 
the State this Friday and the Valencia, 
Jamaica, the week after.

NEW YORK, April 23.—Units are flood- 
ing the indie field and crowding out the 
individual acts. Indie bookers have 
jammed their books with units, picking 
up some that have finished playing for 
the circuits and some that couldn't 
make the better houses. The cheaper 
acts that had been making a precarious 
living playing the indies now find them- 
selves et.sed out, just as the better acts 
pond been crowded Out by the bigger 
units. 

Indie theaters want units, figuring the 
latter have a better chance of drawing 
than regulation vaude. In addition, most 
of the units are willing to gamble on 
guarantee and percentage arrangements 
and many carry their own exploitation 
men. 

Of the indie circuits Wilmer & Vin- 
cent, Comerford and Walter Reade in 
the East have been among the biggest 
buyers of units. Reade’s eight houses 
are alternating between vaude and units, 
booked thru the Dows.

He does about six more 
minutes of tapping and it’s applied to a 
clever routine of Carioca music. Lamb 
and Bellit are back on also and they 
turn in more of their punchy eccentric 
dances and acro bits. 

The last 11 minutes of the show is 
taken over by Miss Swanson and it’s 
given over to a vehicle that doesn’t mean 
much. A phony announcement is made 
that the star wouldn’t appear for the 
matinee and that the case is being heard 
by the court. In a courtroom setting 
Miss Swanson pleads her case, saying 
she doesn't want to do the speech the 
theater demands, So instead she talks 
in a small voice of children, clothes and 
love, and then goes to “one” as a singer. 
She offers her pet tune Love and gives 
it the benefit of a sweet soprano voice.

Earle, Philadelphia

(First Show) 


Headlining at the Earle this week, 
Ozzie Nelson, radio band leader, puts 
on a good show. Trade, however, was 
only moderate, tho a pickup was noted 
later in the day. 

Opening act is the clever juggling 
number of the DuPonts, with the male 
member of the duo performing some 
good comedy pantomime along with his 
stunts with balls and Indian clubs. For 
a novel finish he and his partner per- 
form a double drum solo by bouncing 


balls in rhythm against snare drums. 
In the encore DuPont jugsles a plate, 
a@ rolled newspaper and an apple, taking 
a bite from the apple with each revo- 
lution. 

Deuce;spot is the fast dancing act of 
Chester Fredericks, one of the swiftest 
stepping lads in vaudeville. With two 
girl singers and dancers in support, he 
presents a skit with a camp background. 
in which he is the adventurous mate 
who stumbles on a girls’ camp. Back- 
ground provides material for some brisk 
comedy, and Fredericks goes into two 
unusual eccentric dance routines. 

Nell Kelly, another exuberant enter- 
tainer, has the third spot. This flam- 
buoyant redhead sings The Boys Will 
Like Me, does her burlesque on Garbo 
and finishes with her comedy song, No 
One Likes Me Like That. 

Nelson brings with him Harriet Hil- 
liard, his partner on the air; the Rhythm 
Trio and his band of 12 good musicians. 
Opening with a hotcha number, Amen 
Corner, sung by Nelson, the Rhythm 
Trio next sings Are You Makin’ Any 
Money? 

Miss Hiiliard is introduced, winning 
a great hand, and joining Nelson in 
singing You Ought To Be in Pictures 
and Neighbors. The band then gives 
some jazz variations on Put on Your Old 
Gray Bonnet, and then Nelson sings I” 
Other Words, We’re Thru, a number of 
the crocning type. Miss Hilliard joins 
him with another duct, I’ll Do Anything 
You Do, and for a finale Nelson's band 
joins the pit crchestra in an excellent 
variation of The Road to Mandalay. As 
an encore the band tears into Reefer 
Man.

The same old thing in the same old 
way at the Music Hall this week as far 
as the stage show is concerned. Pix 
is the Stand Up and Cheer extravaganza, 
and *here’s hope that it will be a two- 
weeker. Getting back to the flesh, it’s 
a 33-minute stretch without any car- 
toon or newsreel interruption. Deals 
with spring, allowing for the storm ef- 
fects, etc. Only one real punch in it 
and that’s when Lucille Page offers her 
acrobatic routine. This show doesn't 
meet the pace the last several shows 
have set. 

For the overture the symphony offers 
excerpts from the Fourth Symphony, by 
Tschaikowsky. As vsual, the music is 
swell and handled beautifully, with the 
audience thoroly appreciative. 

First in the stage production is the 
arrival of spring, which is heralded by 
storm effects as created by the sym- 
phony and the backstage crew. Then 
comes the sun to make the trees 
bloom, while the corps de ballet romps 
thru dances a la spring. It’s all 
effective 

Into a fashion salon setting, the ladies 
of the choral ensemble lead off with 
some mild singing. Then in a beautiful 
full-stage set there’s a crowd being en- 
tertained by soloists. Biggest punch is 
wielded by Miss Page, who is an out- 
standing acro dancer. She has 1l00ks 
and delivery as well. Caroline Andrews 
does a nice soprano solo, and there’s 
also a girl trio of harmony singers. 

Closing the production is the best 
number, for it contains the Rockettes, 
the foremost dancing ensemble. The 
ballet corps works in with them. making 
a total of 60 girls. Number is a rain- 
bow idea, and the girls are gowned in 
about a half dozen different shades.

Eddy follows her to sing Life Can’t Go 
on, while the Foster girls do an effective 
cance with scintillating fans—in which, 
incidentally, the back section of the 
stage is raised, the first time that such 
house mechanics have been used in &

Lewis and Van close with their super- 
lative tapping on the boards and up ard 
qown two miniature flights of stairs, 
with applause dotting their routine 
thruout and a heavy hand awaiting 
them at the end. 

Attendance was good at the first show 
opening day. The stage layout lasted 
fust over 40 minutes.

Loew’s State, New York

: (First Show) 

Loew has crept up stealthily, slowly— 
but surely. It now has every major 
booking office in the East beaten 40 
different ways. Not that this bill is 
intended as prcof; rather as an example. 
Loew has the “names” and the booking 
brains. If anything more is needed tc 
book good shows the professors of 
vaudeville have held cut on a student. 

Like that certain songwriter’s ideal, 
this layout has everything; unless you 
want to except the variety of flash that 
makes flath acts. That’s not a loss. 
Borrah Minevitch and his harmonica 
crew are socko headliners. There isn’t 
an item in the whole show that wouldn't 
be outstanding on another bill. Plenty 
of Jaughs,,a generous dish of things 
melodic and almost perfect spotting— 
altho it’s a shame to throw John 
Fogarty away in the deuce spot. Film 
is Metro’s Riptide, with Shearer and 
Montgomery. First stanza ran two 
minutes short of an hour. Business 
slightly off when foots were switched 
en, tut mounted rapidly to SRO during 
first show. 

Joe Fanton. assisted by & boy and 
girl, does what is to us a new version of 
his midair toe catch. Improvement is 
working on a dim stage instead of a 
blindfold. The new method insures 
against resort to trickery. Before sock 
windup the trio perform linked stuff on 
the rigging, including a toe catch by the 
boy assist. Fanton was loudly ap- 
plauded; this for showmanship as well 
as daring. 

John Fogarty, Montana's gift to radio 
and stage, revealed to the State Lodge 
of Sample-Case Carriers a voice that for 
sheer beauty of tone and technique has 
rarely been equaled here.in recent years. 
Fogarty uses a mike thrvout, but ge- 
ports himself with such ease and ce 
as to make most of the so-called radio 
acts look like wooden soldiers. Fogarty 
uses a novel arrangement of French 
phone linked up with the p.-a. system 
for a mother song gag. When finally 
perfected it will be a wow, but it is 
still experimental and therefore Fogarty 
erred by using it as his encore piece. 
Had he not done so well in the body of 
his act this plece would have brought 
another egg into the world. Better to 
use it plump in the middle of the act 
until it is {lly rounded out and wind 
up with one of his many sure things. 
At the ivories is Eddie Weber, who is 
graciously introduced by Fogarty 

Sammy Lewis and Patti Moore found 
the going smooth in the trey frame. 
Their forte is sight stuff, but they 
Score almost as high in duo hoofinz, 
Winding up with a one-sided Bill 
Robinson. Deep blue are some of the 
gags, but there was no telling what Mr. 
Booking Office would do with his cute 
little scissors. Patti is peppy and kinder 
cute. That fat stooge passes muster, 
but not an essential. 

Joe Phillips is still “under the bridg- 
ing.” Growing balder and funnier, the 
boy who launched a million laughs is 
assisted by the lookers, Alleen (Cookie) 
Cook and Gloria Vestoff. Joe’s not 
clean; neither is he revolting. He’s just 
Joe—and it’s perhaps just as tough to 
make this merry andrew keep within 
bounds as Joe Frisco. The Cook girl's 
too brief warble is annoying. When a 
girl has pipes like that she should be 
given an Opportunity to finish her song. 
if only managers knew how song 
Snatches create ill-will; worse than 
tacks on seats. Gloria’s rhythm tap is 
ve. Great reception—and an ovation, 
00. 

Borrah Minevitch used to be tolerated 
in vaude as a swell guy with an out- 
landish bill of stage fare; just some- 
thing to round out the bill. That ap- 


praisal was unfair, but that’s what it 
was. Today Minevitch is the sockiest 
socko on any pop stage. Bar none. He 
has hammered, tempered ond whipped 
his boys into a shape that defies imita- 
tion or improvement. To Mfnevitch, the 
skipper, goes the credit. There are three 
to four 24-carat items in his crew, but 
to single ary one of them out for pre- 
mier honors would be unfair. It is 
doubtful whether any one of them, 
singly, could approxisnate the impression 
they meke here. That gves for Mine- 
vitch, too. But ‘twas he ho built this 
up—and therefore credit to him as a 
creator. Here's an act that demon- 
strates what real teamwork can do. If 
any exhibitor turns this one down on 
any ground other than an empty pocket- 
book he should be punished by being 
made to sit thru five consecutive rendi- 
tion of Big Bad Wolf. They laughed like 
hyenas here and wouldn't let the 
harmonica fiends off. To book Mine- 
vitch .is to have a good show.

The house is on its third week of a 
straight flesh policy, a show that’s a 
cross between vaude, a pix house pres- 
entation and a legit revue.

The Robbins Trio, skating 
act, open the show and give it a grand 
sendoff. They were applauded nicely for 
their breathless pivoting stunts. 

Frank and Milt Britton’s bunch, clos- 
ing the first half, bat out a lot of belly 
laughs with their avalanche of hoke. 
Squirt seltzer galore, bat each other 
around, and wind up by pulling the 
drop down. Walter Powell, the trom- 
bonist, is of vast help in the hokum. 

J. Harold Murray show-stopped to- 
night along with the Ritz boys.

sure of NRA public opinion would be 

brought to bear. 

Equity’s stand is borne out by all other 
theatrical labor organizations. The musi- 
cians, in particular, have joined the 
fight. with Joseph N. Weber, president 
of the AFM, coming in from the Coast 
to oppose the measure. 

The managers, on the other hand, claim 
that the board is necessary to settle 
disputes mentioned in Article ITI, Sec- 
tion 3 of the original code. That section 
read: “There are a number of rules and 
regulations presently existing in respec- 
tive or collective agreements between 
the employers and their organized em- 
ployees. The employers and employees 
pledge themselves to work for the read- 
justment of any and all conditions or 
rules or regulations which prove either 
to result in prohibitive production costs 
or in any loss of employment among all 
the employees of the employers.” 

Dr. Henry Moskowitz, adviser to the 
League of New York Theaters, speaking 
at the hearings last week, cited cases of 
attempts to so confer with the various 
labor bodies, none of which bore any 
result. Division Administrator So) A. 
Rosenblatt, when then approached, said 
that he did not have the power to ar- 
bitrate the questions and suggested 
negotiations with the locals. That, ac- 
cording to the managers, was attempted 
but got nowhere. After nine fruitless 
months they decided on the necessity for 
an Industrial Relations Board. 

Against labor’s contention that such a 
board was in direct opposition to the 
principles of collective bargaining Dr. 
Moskowitz cited cases of other industries 
affiliated with the AFL, in which such 
boards have operated for years. 

Section 3, quoted above, was omitted 
from the draft of the revised code and 
the Code Authority Wednesday voted to 
have it included, in addition to the In- 
dustrial Relations Board. 

Altho Equity has thus far taken the 
lead in public opposition to the board, it 
is common knowledge that the measure, 
from the managers’ viewpoint, was 
primarily directed against the stagehands. 
Whether or not Equity can legally with- 
draw from the Code Authority if it so 
decides is still a moot point, with the 
Equity legal department claiming that it 
can. The question, it is understood, 
hinges on the contention that the 
legitimate theater is not an industry in 
the strict sense of the word. 

Wednesday's meeting of the Code Au- 
thority also passed unanimously a resolu- 
tion urging the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee and the Ways and Means Com- 


mittee to adopt a tax on cut-rates which 
would be based on the actual price of 
the ticket rather than on the face value. 
A finance committee was also appointed, 
consisting of Brock Pemberton, Rowland 
Stebbins, Fred Dempsey and Dorothy 
Bryant. 

In regard to the revised code, it is felt 
that the manager's plea for greater rep- 
resentation on the Code Authority will 
be met by equal representation of man- 
agers and labor, with the general public 
entitled to one vote.

The circuits also 
contended that a closed shop would 
mean they would have to discharge 
“otherwise efficient employees who have 
not chosen to join the organization Mr. 
Levey ciaims he represents.”

NEW YORK, April 23.—Actors’ Equity Association officials have not followed up 
the matter of organizing the radio artist to the complete satisfaction of a certain 
element in Equity and there appears to be considerable activity toward forcing the 
issue at an early date. This faction in question in strongly of the opinion that to 


do the job properly the actors will have to get out and start the ball rolling 


selves. 
opinion. Frank Gillmore, president of AEA, 
Made beyond the survey recently made 
and submitted to the Radio Code Au- 
thority Committee. At the time, Gillmore 
said he did not plan to let his survey die 
in the hands of committees, nor let it 
tarry too long in any one spot. Radio 
Code Authority Committee at the time 
decided to send out a questionnaire to 
the broadcasters and then make a report 
of its findings to the whole committee 
and at NRA hearings in Washington, 

It now develops, however that the 
NRA must give its approval before the 
questionnaire can be sent out. Thus for 
over two months there has been no action 
in this respect and the NRA has not for- 
warded its approval to the questionnaire. 
Since the radio artist angle is pertinent 
to the general report as to the wage and 
working condition survey, the Code Au- 
thority and broadcasters, as a rule, are 
not doing anything to hurry it along. 
Gillmore had planned on giving the radio 
men an opportunity to get out their 
questionnaire and await the action of the 
Code Authority and NRA hearings, at 
least. He does not believe that real or- 
ganization of radio actors can come about 
within an unreasonably short time. 


Must Come From Within 


Gillmore, however, concurs with his 
radio-minded element that real organiza- 
tion can come only from within and that 
12 good radio actors could themselves 
Go more to organize the groups than 
any institutional move on the part 
of Equity. Still another Equity official 
advanced the plan of a mass meeting to 


’ get things going in a big way once and 


for all. Weak point in this plan, however, 
is the fear that should the meeting not 
turn out te be highly successful, the plan 
was licked right off the bat. 

it is pointed out that a move that 
seems spontaneous, with the rank and 
file is half of the battle; in fact, more 
than any single move that Equity as an 
organization can make. 


WASHINGTON, April 21. — Code Au-

The partial report submitted a few 
weeks ago to NRA, following a survey by 
Code Authority as to wages and numbers 
of employees of technicians within the 
industry, is to be followed by another re- 
port based on a survey of working condi- 
tlons within the industry. Then there is 
the question. of a survey covering per- 
tinent points in connecticn with radio 
artists and performets. 

Just what may be forthcoming from 
the Code Authority in the way of reac- 
tion to the NRA request as to shorter 
hours and higher wages will have to 
await, of course. consideration of the 
question in formal session by the mem- 
bers and their inclination or disinclina- 
tion to make these reactions public.

Att’s Mike Telephone 


NEW YORK, April 21.—American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company 
has had its engineers working on a 
new phone mike for some time.

Pos- 
sibilities of the miniature mike are 
considered of great importance, 
since a celebrity or a public official 
can have installed an additional 
phone with the mike in the mouth- 
piece, and whenever he is due to 
broadcast he merely lifts up this 
particular phone and calls the sta- 
tion or vice versa. His line can then 
be connected direct with the station 
or network transmitter. No need of 
bringing a mike, etc., to the house 
or office. 

First public trial of the invention, 
which is still in process of being 
perfected, was at Loew’s State in 
the John Fogarty act. He sang a 
song as tho on the phone and it was 
connected with the house p. a. sys- 
tem. Fogarty took it out after the 
first show, due to a sqeaky quality 
somewhere in the connection.

A feature in future aircasts may be 
increasing touches of color, or “atmos- 
phere.” Perhaps by means of the new 
mobile transmitter, now being perfected 
by NBC, we may expect in the near future 
colorful word pictures from Boulder 
Dam of actual disasters while in progress, 
or, for instance, of the work that goes 
on below the surface of the earth in 
silver or coal mines, Royal pointed out.

First Chain Liquor Account Set 


On a New Indie 


NEW YORK, April 23. — First hard 
liquor account to go on an internationa! 
network will be Seagram Distillery, 
Canadian outfit which inaugurates its 
program on what may eventually develop 
into a third network. Starting this Fri- 
dav, April 27, Seagram's show wil 
emanate from New York City, via WOR 
on a 22-station hookup, program going on 
at 10 p.m. and consisting of a symphony 
orchestra, a male chorus of 16 voices, 
plus four guest stars weekly. Show will 
be rebroadcast at 10:30 for eight more 
remote stations, giving the whisky ac- 
count a total of 30 stations.

Indie Stations Suffer Ad Losses, 


Says Earle as News Battle Rages 


Los” ANGELES, April 21.—With all of 
the local dailies barring the KNX pro- 
grams from a listing on their radio pages, 
Guy Earle, president of KNX and the 
ringleader in the local scrap between the 
radio stations and the newspapers over 
news broadcasts, has made a new report 
to the Code Authority in Washington 
setting forth the free publicity the radio 
stations are giving the papers in return 
for a few favors. 


In his letter dispatched this week 
Earle described an average day on KFAC. 
the Auburn-Cord station which has a 
tie-in with the Hearst Herald and Express. 
At 7a.m. the station has a news and stock 
markct quotation period with a financial 
house getting credit for the quotations. 
At 8:45 a devotional period is cffered and 
various city churches are given a day 
once a month. Earle claims churches 
advertising in the Hearst papers are the 
only ones invited to use the time and 
that Hearst advertising solicitors con- 
tacting churches mention that free radio 
time will be granted them if they ad- 
vertise. 

At 9:15 Hazel Blair Dodd, home 
economics expe:t on The Herald Express, 
conducts a period and freely mentions 
food stuffs and firms advertising in the 
paper. Names of products, prices, etc., 
are mentioned in detail. 

At 10:40 is another news broadcast and 
at 2 p.m. Miss Dodd again takes the air 
to present a short travelog featuring one 
of the travel, steamship or trarsportation 
companies advertising in the paper. Once 
again the advertising solicitors mention 


the free air ballyhoo connected with ad- 
vertising in their paper. 

Summarizing his report Earle claims 
that the Hearst Examiner, morning paper, 
operates under the same sort of a setup 
with KFWB, the Warner Bros.’ station 
in Hollywood. 

This free advertising over the air is 
robbing the independent stations of 
thousands of dollars in advertising 
revenue each week. Earle maintains, and 
in his report he asks the Code Authority 
to step in and make an investigation. 

SAN PRANCISCO, April 21.—With costs 
exceeding profits, KJBS has curtailed its 
daily news broadcasts. Said venture into 
the realms of radio news reporting is 
said to have cost Ralph Brunton, man- 
ager of the station, $280 per week. This, 
along with the salaries of four reporters, 
brought too high a figure into the sta- 
tion’s operating ledger. 

KJBS has been on the air with five 
five-minute news broadcasts daily, with 
service supplied by the RNA (Radio News 
Association). For the present the station 
will maintain one, possibly two staff re- 
porters, for local news gathering.

Instead of his own 
string accompaniment cnly, his current 
periods have an excellent orchestra in 
back of him and he shapes up as a lyric 
tenor destined to become standard radio 
material to the extent of greatly en- 
hancing whatever his present stage salary 
might be.

It is these virtues that are 
eventually going to bring favor to the 
work. First, let us consider the melody. 
Here we have the waltz with a sort of 
Viennese touch and leaning toward the 
prevalent Continental style. This is en- 
hanced by some unusual orchestration, 
which supplies, to our way of thinking, 
the requisite trick that will either insure 
the popularity of the product or quickly 
determine its future. 

The number its an English importation 
and is said to have achieved a profitable 
vogue abroad. It sounds fine, with repe- 
tition adding to a good opinion. Maybe 
the tempo had something to do with it 
And again it might have been memories 
of The Merry Widow and other lilting 
tunes that somehow linger in spite of 
changing rhythms and fashions in the 
mart of machine-made music.

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Four Equity Amendments Up; 


Council To Vote on Tuesday 


Include extension of franchise, more general meetings, 
new election procedure and new way of adding by-laws 
—-all are suggested by “‘average actor’ group 

® 


NEW YORK, April 21-—-The Equity group seeking greater representation for 
the average actor on the council has submitted four amendments to the Equity 


constitution for consideration by council members. If 


passed by the council, they 


will be submitted to the membership at large at the annual election next month. The 
council has suggested certain changes in them; one will be resubmitted, and the 
other three are in the hands of the Equity legal department, being drawn up for 
resubmission to the council at its meeting next Tuesday, where final action will be 


taken on whether or not they will be 
voted upon by the general membership. 

The suggested amendments are the 
outcome of the meetings of the group, at 
which problems affecting the average 
actor were discussed and later exhaus- 
tively investigated by special committees 
appointed for that purpose. They would 
affect the extent of the franchise, the 
number of meetings per year, the pro- 
cedure of election and the methods of 
changing the Equity by-laws. 

Three of the four amendments were 
unofficially preserted last Sunday, when 
a committee of seven from the “average 
actor” group met with Frank Gillmore, 
Equity president; Paul Turner, counsel 
for the organization, and Mrs. Emily 
Holt, assistant counsel. Three of the 
four amendments, as suggested, were 
Tead and discussed at that time. Each 
of the four have the 30 signatures of 
Equity members necessary to bring them 
up for consideration before the council. 

The three amendments discussed were: 

1. The extension of the right to vote 
to all members who are behind in their 
dues for not more than a year, providing 
that they have an excused card. 


2. Instead of the two general meetings 
held in recent years, that there be four 
held each year, one of which, of course, 
would be the annual election meeting. 

3. Instead of having three of the nine 
members of the nominating committee 
appointed by the council, to have the en- 
tire committee elected from the floor of 
the nominating meeting by the generai 
membership. 


Various other questions were discussed 
at the Sunday meeting, none of which 
have been presented in amendment form, 
Chief of these was the possibility of some 
form of unemployment insurance. The 
sub-committee investigating the question 
suggested that Equity work in with the 
group now doing research on the pos- 
sibilities of unemployment insurance for 
professional people, thru Federal funds 
turned over by special legislation. That 
group, working thru the Russell Sage 
Foundation, is holding a forum next 
Sunday, and Philip Loeb, nominee for 
Equity council, has been invited to speak, 
giving the actor’s viewpoint. 

Among other points discussed Sunday 
were stronger alliance with the other 
theatrical labor groups, the unionization 
of the radio and film fields, the possibility 
of continuing the CWA relief project as a 
subsidy rather than as charity, and 
Equity’s status under the NRA, par- 
ticularly in view of the threatened In- 
dustrial Relations Board. 

At Tuesday's meeting of the council a 
committee of three from the “average 
actor” group formally presented the sug- 
gested amendments for discussion, with 
the addition of another: that the general 
membership of Equity be given the same 
powers to amend the organization’s by- 
laws as it has to amend the constitution; 
in other words, by a petition with 30 
names. At present, the passage of by- 
laws is entirely up ta the council, tho a 
by-law may be rescinded by the member- 
ship at large at the annual election meet- 
ing. The proposed amendment suggested 
no abrogation of the powers of council, 
but merely a second method of writing 
by-laws on the books. 

It was found that the third amend- 
ment, concerning the election of a 
nominating committee, was incorrectly 
worded. It will be changed and resub- 
mitted. 

It is understood that the council has 
suggested alternate amendments, which 
the legal department is now drawing up. 
They will be submitted to the council for 
vote on Tuesday. 

It is felt that the suggestion for four 
meetings a year is certain of passage, 
since it was only economic pressure that 
reduce@ the number of meetings during 


the depression. It is also felt that the 
extension of the franchise to those who 
are behind not more than a year in their 
dues may pass, altho there is strong op- 
position to it on the grounds that de- 
linquent members already enjoy all 
privileges of the association except the 
right to vote, and if that were given them 
there would be no incentive to keeping 
up with the dues. The passage of the 
other two is problematical, with the odds 
figured as being against them in their 
present form. 


Richmond Asks for Drama 


RICHMOND, Va., April 21—The News- 
leader in an editorial this week makes a 
plea for the return of spoken drama to 
Richmond and urges the theater-going 
public to patronize such productions of 
merit as are sent here to the end that 
a way may be opened to again place this 
city on the map for flesh. The editorial 
declares that there is no use to deplore 
the fact that the old Academy of Music 
was destroyed by fire, and points out 
that a house in which spoken drama 
may be presented will be provided as 
soon as the public makes it clear that 
this form of entertainment ‘s wanted. 


Cornell’s N’Orleans Record 


NEW ORLEANS, April 21.—Katharine 
Cornell did the biggest business in the 
history of the Tulane Theater for three 
performances in two days, April 16 and 
17. At the opening Monday in a driving 
rain at 3 o’clock in the afternoon a line 
formed, and before the hour set for the 
curtain at 8 o’clock, a milling crowd of 
approximately 1,000 persons clamored for 
admission, despite the fact that the 
house had been completely sold out 
three days in advance, leaving only the 
unreserved seats in the pit, which were 
stormed by men and women, some in 
full dress. 


For the matinee performance Tuesday, 
as early as 8 o'clock in the morning, a 
line formed for admission to the pit, 
the performance opening at 2:15 p.m. 
Many brought camp stools in order to 
maintain comfort, in addition to box 
lunches. As the hour approached for 
the opening of the doors police were 
necessary to keep the crowd in bounds. 
Th@ musicians were sent backstage and 
20 additional chairs placed in the orches- 
tra pit. 

At all performances the house was 
jammed, even to the fire eScapes, and 
after the curtain rose many lingered in 
the hopes that reservations might be 
canceled or pass-out checks be available 
for purchase. 

Prices ranged from $2.75 top to 75 
cents for the pit unreserved for both 
matinee and night. Plays were The Bar- 
retts of Wimpole Street and Candida.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 21.—Katharine 
Cornel! did $10,600 in two days at Ellis 
Auditorium last week, closing the local 
legit season in a blaze of glory out of 
all proportion to its content.

Performances of Barretts were 
sold completely out and $500 worth of 
out-of-town reservations returned. Can- 
dida did not quite fill the house, how- 
ever.

Wednesday night the Theater Union 
brought to the old Civic Repertory 
Theater its successor to the excellently 
received Peace on Earth. That successor 
is Stevedore, written with ardor and 
bludgeoning effect by Paul Peters and 
George Sklar and directed tensely and 
grippingly by Michael Blankfort. It is a 
grueling and exciting melodrama of 
Southern dockhands, both colored and 
white, and whether or not its loudly 
screamed propaganda affects you, its 
fast, furious and absorbing action is 
bound to leave you limp. It is a certain 
proof that melodrama still rates with 
the best of them in winning and holding 
an audience if it happens to be well 
done—and if any proof is still needed. 

Chiefly, the play tells of Lonnie 
Thompson, a colored dockhand, who has 


the misfortune to be fitted out with a 
thinking mind and a lion heart. When 
& white drab is beaten by her illicit 
lover and she shouts of black rape all 
the unattached Negroes in town are 
pulled in, Lonnie among them. In the 
police station he becomes a marked man 
because he tries to insist on his rights 
as a human rather than submitting to 
the accepted treatment of a black. And 
when he extends his activities to or- 
ganizing the men on his particular dock 
into the newly formed stevedores’ union, 
the easiest way of stopping him is 
taken. He is placed in custody for the 
imaginary crime. 

But he manages to escape, while two 
of his frierds beat up a pair of gang- 
sters hired by the company to foment 
antagonism to the union. And then all 
hell breaks ioose, with white mobs 
cruising the streets in search of Negroes, 
throwing bricks thru their windows and 
attacking their homes. Lonnie rallies 
his people to resistance—the first that 
they have attempted—and is killed by 
the mob as his friends, aided by the 
union whites, sweep the rabble before 
them and save their lives and homes. 

This is neither the time nor the place 
to go into the truth or exaggeration of 
actual conditions in the storv; what 
matters js that Messrs. Peters and Sklar, 
hugely aided by Mr. Blankfort, have 
screamed forth a thrilling and exciting 
narrative. one that holds the spectator 
gripped and epellbound by the sheer 
ferce of its melodrama. Even,shorn of 
its propaganda—and this is its greatest 
virtue—it remains an exciting and 
gripping play. 

As propaganda (and as play) Steve- 
dore is far more effective than the 
Theater Guild’s recent They Shall Not 
Die; it is far more general, far less oc- 
cupied in citing one particular case. 


But the drama, as propaganda, and 
the gailant stand of the blacks 
that it depicts both seem futile. 


The play fails to tell what happened to 
the brave defenders the day after the 
riot, or the day after that. Which, of 
course, increases the inherent tragedy of 
Lonnie’s death. 


There is splendid ensemble playing 
from the colored section of the cast. 
with the grand work of Jack Carter, Rex 
Ingram, A’ Watts, Georgette Harvey. 
G. I. Harry Bolden and several of the 
others standing out. Their fine pre- 
tending more than made up for the 
inedequacy of most of the whites.

Plays that go boom in the spring are, 
of course, always expected—but when 
two go boom in the same street on the 
same night then the season has com- 
menced in earnest. Which is a round- 
ebout way Of seying that Are You De- 
cent? opened at the Ambassador Thurs- 
day night, and Broadway Interlude 
opened at the Forrest, across the way. 

Broadway Interlude was taken from 
the Achmed Abdullah-Faith Baldwin 
nevel by Mr. Abdullah, with the assist- 
ance of William Almon Wolff. It was 
brought to the Forrest by Theodore J. 
Hammerstein and Denis Du-For, labor- 
ing under Mr. Hammerstein’s direction. 
Its purpose is to show incidents and at- 
titudes in the life of a Broadway pro- 
ducer, closely and somewhat scurrilously 
modeled after a gentleman who was ac- 
tually a figure in our ccckeyed canyon. 
Other personages and institutions are 
also displayed, masquerading under the 
thin disguises of fictitious names, and 
there are included some caustic com- 
ments upon certain of them. There are 
also included various liberties with char- 
acters and motivation. 


Beyond that there is little to say; 
Broadway Interlude is an _ exposition 
rather than a marrative. Some sem- 
blance of plot is ruthlessly dragged in 
by the hair, but it would better have 
been left om the movie scenarists’ mime- 
ograph machines, where the cuthors 
found it It ccncerns a simple lass with 
talent and a heart of gold who is ele- 
vated to stardom by the producer for 
purposes other than dramatic. and who 
is saved in the nick of time by her own 
impregnable virtue and the assistance 
of the newspaperman who wrote the 
play she was supposed to be in. The 
introduction of that action, stale and 
trite and boring, spoils what might have 
been an emvusing Broadway character 
study. lt manages to spread its own at- 
tributes over the entire play. 

Yet the piece is probably not so bad 
as it now seems at the Forrest. There 
are some nice cracks concerning Broad- 
way and its institutions, and in certain 
spots it is really quite furny as it delves 
into the twisted character of its man of 
make-believe. Conceivably, something 
might have been made of it if (1) it had 
been properly directed — or anywhere 
near it—with the speed that was both 
SO necessary and so Jacking; and if (2) 
its so-called plot had been amputated. 
As it stands, :t collapses in the middle 
as tho stricken with the colic, ill of its 
own trite yarn. 

Robert Emmett Keane works bravely 
end well as the producer, doing an amus- 
ing and excellent job in spite of the 
slow direction.

S. M. Chartock’s revival of Pinafore 
was precisely what you might have ex- 
pected after nis company’s grand per- 
formances in The Mikado and The 
Pirates of Penzance. And yet not pre- 
cisely, either. Performances, even with 
a troupe of such Gilbert and Sullivan 
veterans as these, vary. Pinafore was 
not entirely up to the standard set by 
its predecessors. 

For one thing William Danforth over- 
did Dick Deaceye pretty badly. Comedy 
is one thing and beng the life of the 
party is another. This particular party 
had life of its own, and Mr. Danforth’s 
horseplay was a bit too violent to be 
effective. And there is no excuse fcr 
his breaking thru some of the lovely 
choral numbers with his tomfoolery 
The chorus wasn’t as good this time as 
it had been, but that may have been 
the reason. 

For another thing, Miss Vivian Hart 
had a bit of trouble with the part of 
Josephine, running into a few snags on 
the high ones. Charming as ever, she 
handled her voice capably in the lower 
registers, but went haywire as soon as 
she was called on to hit the roof. It 
was all the more surprising in view of 
her excellent singing as Mabel in The 
Pirates last week, which would seem to 
be a more difficult role. 

On the other hand, however, John 
Cherry made one of the most deliriously 
supercilious Lord High Admirals within 
the memory of man, and the fitting of 
Herbert Weterous’ splendid voice into 
the grand strains of He Is an English- 
man deservedly brought down the house 
on three separate occasions. Vera Ross 
turned in another charming. sly and 
beautifully sung performance as Butter- 
cup; Roy Cropper was in fine fettle as 
Ralph, and Allen Waterous made an in- 
fectuous cantain—ard he sang the role 
excellently. 


Trial by Jury, as in the Aborn days, 


was used as Pinafore’s curtain raiser. 
At each hearing it seems to grow more 
delightful, with the Judge’s song stand- 
ing out as one of the bright spots in 
the entire Savoy repertory.

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AM KATZ IN COLUMBIA DEAL 


Will Take Over Harry 


If Control Goes to Schlesingers 


Deal said to be ready for signing—Katz now on Coast 

ready to work when papers are signed—Cohns may start 

new independent company if they sell Columbia stock 
@ 


NEW YORK, April 21.—Conferences are still going on between the Cohn brothers 
and the DuPont-Schlesingers for the acquisition of control of Columbia Pictures. 
It is understood that progress is being made and only a few details are left to be 


ironed out. 


It was at first reported that should Harry and Jack Cohn sell their 


66 per cent interest they would remain with the new organization in their present 
capacities, but a later move shows that Sam Katz, formerly with Paramount, is 


slated for the job of studio head to replace Harry Cohn. 


Ketz has been seeking a studio assign- 
ment for some time and the proposed set- 
up looks like the goods. Katz is at 
present in Hollywood, and should the 
deal go thru here it is understood he is 
ready to step in and take over Harry 
Cohn’s desk. 

There has been a flood of denials that 
the deal ts on the fire, but it comes from 
good authority that it is close to com- 
pletion. It is reported that the Cohns 
are agreed to sign, but that they wish to 
retain their positions with the company. 

Harry and Jack Cohn, together with 
Joe Brandt, built Columbia from a small 
independent company to one of the best 
profit producers in the country. About 
a@ year ago Brandt sold his interests in the 
organization for a million. 

DuPont is particularly anxious to enter 
the picture-producing field in order to 
find an outlet for raw stock. There is a 
report that the DuPonts will soon cut 
their price on raw stock in order to get a 
larger share of business from producers. 

The Schlesingers control the DeForest 
sound patents and have large interests 
in picture houses in South Africa and 
need product for the theaters. 

It is not known whether or not Sam 
Katz will be financially interested in the 
new setup, but it is the opinion that he 
will figure to a certain extent in the 
financing. 

If the deal goes thru there is every 
reason to believe that the Cohns will 
start a new independent company, using 
the same policy that they practiced in 
building Columbia to its present status. 


Detroit Boards Rush 
Work for Quick Action 


DETROIT, April 21.—Organization of 
the Detroit zoning and grievance boards 
Was proceeding rapidly this week, with 
plans practically completed by E S$ 
Kinney, secretary, to open up offices in 
the State Theater building, known 
locally as the Francis Paims Building. 
Approval of this step was received from 
John Flinn, chairn:an of the code 
authority. The original budget of the 
Detroit board was revised at Flinn’s re- 
quest in order to effect greater economy, 
particu.arly in the purchase of office 
2qui--ment. 

Kinney resigned last week as assistant 
to Henderson M. Richey, general man- 
ager of Allied Theaters of Michigan, i 
orde> to have his time available for the 
code work. 


Last Month Record 
With 80 Reopenings 


NEW YORK, April 21.—According to 
figures supplied by the Film Boards of 
Trade, 80 houses which have been dark 
for periods from One to four vears have 
been reopered in the past month. This 
is one of the best indications as to the 
gradual upswing of business. 

The theaters are scattered thruout the 
country, showing that the improvement 
is not of a local nature. 


Cleveland Price Cuts 
Lead to Vandalism 


CLEVELAND, April 21.— Police are 
searching for a gang that threw stench 
bombs in four theaters here this week. 
Police believe the vandalism is the result 
of an admission price war. 

The “bombs” were bottles of liquid 
tied to bricks and hurled thru doors and 
over transoms.

Anti-Hitler Film 
Goes as Newsreel 


NEW YORK, April 21.—After twice 
having been refused a permit to exhibit 
Hitler’s Reign of Terror, the producer, 
Samue] Cummins, has asked the New 
York State Board of Censors to return 
his application and license fee. He has 
determined to show the picture as a 
newsreel, which requires no censorship. 

Cummins claims thet the censors have 
held up the film. They reviewed it 
twice and each time turned thumbs 
down. Cummins then pointed to Sec- 
tion 1083 of the Censorship Law, which 
permits newsreel events to pass uncen- 
Sored. The shots are taken of Nazi ac- 
tivities in Germany and are said to have 
been smuggled out of the country. 

Just what action the censors will take 
remains to be seen. The reel is to be 
shown at the Mayfair Theater next week. 


Swedes Reorganize 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden, April 21— 
Aktiebolaget Svensk Filmindustri, the 
principal operator of motion picture 
theaters and producer of films in Swe- 
den, has just undergone a reorganization 
with a view to liquidating losses and 
effecting a more satisfactory agreement 
with Fastighets Aktiebolaget Hufvud- 
staden, which owns a large number of 
the theaters operated by the film com- 
pany. Both of these concerns were 
controlled formerly by the Kreuger in- 
terests. Aktiebolaget Svensk Filmin- 
dustri controls and operates over 100 
theaters in Sweden, acts as distributor 
for two important European film com- 
panies and is a producer of Swedish 
pictures.

DECATUR, Ind., April 21. — John 
Stoneburner, operator of the first mov- 
ing picture theater ever built in this 
city, the Star Theater, of the airdome 
type, will be a Democratic candidate 
for assessor of Washington Township, 
Adams County, Ind., at the next elec- 
tion.

Cohn’s Job ilwaukee Grievance Board Hits 


Major With Initial Decision 


MILWAUKEE, April 21.—-The Wiscon- 
sin-Upper Michigan Grievance Board be- 
gan to function this week and rendered 
the first decision. ‘The case involved a 
complaint brought by the Saxe Amuse- 
ment Management, Inc., operator of a 
circuit of houses in Wisconsin, against 


the Ashley Theater Corporation and 
Vitagraph, Inc., Madison. 

Saxe took over the management of 
the Capitol several months ago from 
Warner Brothers, and contends that 
contracts held by Ashley for the lease 
of films should have accompanied the 
transfer. Ashley contended that the 
pictures were necessary to round out 


his schedule in the three theaters he 
operates in Madison. 

The members of the board listened to 
testimony for eight hours and at the 
end of that time decided that Vitacranh 
must release Ashley from his contract 
and give 30 pictures to Saxe. This is 
the first decision made by any grievance 
board. 

Just how important is this decision 
can be judged when it is known that 
hundreds of theaters have been returned 
by producers and then the original 
owner finds that he has been deprived 
of product. If this is a criterion of 
how the boards are to function, ex- 
hibitors everywhere hail it as the dawn 
of a new day. 


Sunday Openings Okeh 
In Bowling Green, Ky. 


BOWLING GREEN, Ky., April 21.— 
Reversing a previous action in which 
it rejected a proposal for Sunday 
moving pictures here, the city council 
passed a resolution permitting the show- 
ing of moticn pictures in Bowling 
Green on Sundays from 1:30 to 5 p.m. 
and from 9 p.m. to midnight by the 
vote of 7 to 5. 


When the matter first came before 
the council some weeks ago the proposal 
Was given a second reading and passed, 
lacking only the third and final reading, 
but upon the third reading the council 
reversed its actions, explaining it be- 


lieved it had no other choice under 
the new State law relative to Sunday 
movies. 

The matter was again brought up, 
hours not conflicting with church serv- 
ices were selected, and the bill passed its 
first reading. 


Iowa Tax On 


DES MOINES, Ia., April 21.—All thease 
ters in this State have started to include 
the new sales tax of 2 per cent in all 
admissions charges. The setup is as 
follows: One cent on tickets from 10 
to 50 cents, and 2 cents on tickets from 
51 to 80 cents. The law will be in effect 
until April 1, 1937.

High License Fees 
Burn Coast Exhibs 


SPOKANE, Wash., April 21.—Spokane 
theater men have made a strenuous 
complaint to the city council owing to 
the fact that they are paying twice as 
much as the amount of city license fees 
charged the houses in either Seattle or 
Tacoma. 


The annual license fees of the theaters 
are: Bandbox, $110; Empress, $233; 
Fox, $562; Granada, $188; Liberty, $276; 
Majestic, $140: Orpheum, $339; Post 
Street, $269; State, $274; Rex, $135; Ritz, 
$137; Rialto, $100; Unique, $105; thea- 
ters playing road shows and stock com- 
panies, #200 a year flat. 

For houses of 500 seating capacity and 
less the fee is $50 a year flat and 20 
cents a seat; over 500 seating capacity 
the fee is $80 a year and 20 cents a seat. 
Outside the mile circle the theater 


license is $100 @ year flat. Theater 

licenses are paid quarterly. 

Nudist Ads Too Hot 
LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 21—0Ob- 


jections to advance notices of the show- 
ing of the nudist film Elysia here re- 
sulted in the cancellation of the engage- 
ment by Jack I. Schwartz, president of 
the Midwest Theaters, Inc. 

The film was booked to be shown at 
the Alamo Theater. 

Safety Director Wakefield said he 
called attention to objections of the 
character of advance advertising, tho 
he hadn’t seen the film, and as far as 
he knew none of the objectors had seen 
it, and that all the complaints were as 
to the advertising. 

“I'm not a movie or a moral censor,” 
said Mr. Wakefield, “and I'm not going 
to attempt to be. I don’t set myself 
up as a judge of what’s moral or im- 
moral. I simply called the Alamo man- 
agement’s attention to the complaints, 
and in view of the opposition it was 
decided not to show the picture.”

New the- 
aters are under construction and many 
are reopening and remodeling in all 
parts of the Southwest, and there is a 
big demand for new sound equipment, 
dealers report. 


Columbia Will Spend 
Million in 90 Days 


HOLLYWOOD, April 21.— Columbia 
studios will spend approximately $1,000.- 
000 in the next three months complet- 
ing its current 1933-'34 program, Harry 
Cohn, presidert of Columbia Pictures, 
announced last week. 


Sixteen Class A pictures, three action 
dramas, seven two-reel short subjects 
and the monthly issue of Screen Snap- 
shots are scheduled to finish production 
before July 1. The program will include 
pictures directed by Frank Capra, Lewis 
Milestone; Joe May, the recently im- 
ported German director; David Burton, 
Roy William Neill, Albert Rogell, Lam- 
bert Hillyer and D. Ross Lederman. 


Montreal De Luxer Dual 


MONTREAL, April 21.—The Capitol 
Theater, Famous Players-Canadian, is 
the first large downtown house to in- 
augurate a policy of double-feature pro- 
grams. Admission scale has also been 
dropped to 50 cents top.

Spanked 


Delegates to the MPTOA convention in Los Angeles 
traveled many miles to get a good sound spanking. After the 
slipper had been applied the boys were patted on the head 
and told to go back to their theaters and accept the pictures 
they get whether they like it or not. This, in brief, sums 
up the benefits of the convention. 


Little else was to be expected when it is commonly 
known that producer-owned theaters contribute approxi- 
mately 80 per cent of the funds for the operation of the or- 
ganization. The producer yes-men predominated too much 
for the few independents to get far. 


Louis Mayer, of Metro, was the gent who applied 
the slipper. In substance he told the boys that they didn’t 
savvy the studio racket and it would best for them to keep 
off the subject and confine themselves to operating thea- 
ters. He suggested that they do all they can to kill double 
bills, while at the same time Loew’s, which controls Metro, 
plays doubles in practically every one of it New York nabor- 
hood houses. 


A few independents tried to assert themselves. Jack 
Miller, of Chicago, was among the notables, but his was a 
cry in the wilderness. Jack tried to arouse the session to 
a fighting point, but he was almost alone in his efforts and 
didn’t get to first base. 


After prolonging the session two days, the delegates 
departed with not a single benefit to show. A noble record. 


Once a powerful national organization, the MPTOA 
now finds itself dominated by the very group it was founded 
to fight. It is just one more Hays-controlled group. To 
show the tieup between Hays and the MPTOA it is only 
necessary to point out that Tony Muto, of the Hays pub- 
licity staff, was loaned to the MPTOA to conduct its pub- 
licity campaign for the convention. If you think Tony 
sent out any copy that might refiect on the producers you 
have another think coming. Tony did an elegant job and 
he is now back at his desk in the Hays offices. 


Just how long the independent members of the MPTOA 
will stand for the setup is a question. That most exhibitors 
are opposed to it is demonstrated by the fact that the mem- 
bership has steadily decreased and independent groups in 
each State are organizing. It is a sad state of affairs that 
an organization which once was a power in the industry 
should gradually sink into oblivion. 


We are for organized theater owners, but without the 
finger of Hays pointing its policies. We believe that 
there never was a greater need for a unified national organi- 
zation which will really represent the independent theater 
owner. There is little doubt that the indie, having once 
been burned, will fight shy of national organizations until 
it can be pointed out to him that it is possible for a nation- 
wide group to lay aside petty politics and go to work for 
the best interest of the independents in their fight for ex- 
istence.

No Concessions From Producers; 


Milwaukee Draws 1935 Session 


Feed bag worked overtime—Mayer’s speech taken to 

mean exhibs must accept what they get—number of dele- 

gates disappointing—plan battle to keep down State taxes

HOLLYWOOD, Arcril 21.—Before disbanding for their homes, the consensus 


of opinion among the delegates of the 


MPTOA convention seemed to be that 


practically nothing was accomplished during the session and that if exhibitors ever 
expected any concessions from producers they have discovered how wrong they 


were, 


There were many delegates who felt that too much time was devoted to 
partying at studios and too little time to discussing business at hand. 


It is felt 


by many that producers as a whole are not going to make concessions, and Louis 


Mayer’s talk did not strike the exhibs as 
anything of a polyanna spirit of co- 
operation. 


While most of the delegates are known 
to be against double bills, there are many 
who have found that only thru duals can 
they exist, and the ban on duals made by 
convention leaders does not set so well 
with a great many. 


As far as can be learned not a single 
producer will be governed by any resolu- 
tions passed at the session. The con- 
vention went on record as opposed to 
dirty pictures, yet no company has an- 
nounced a single cancellation of book 
rights, and it is the opinion that the 
exhibs were nicely patted on the back and 
told to go home and take what they get. 

As far as actual number of delegates to 
attend, the turnout was extremely dis- 
appointing to those in charge. They have 
taken into consideration the long trek to 
the Coast, and they believe that had the 
convention been held at a more centrally 
situated city the attendance would have 
been up to former years. 


All in all, it is felt that the 1934 con- 
vention came pretty near being a com- 
plete bust as far as accomplishment was 
concerned. It is agreed that the enter- 
tainment afforded was above average and 
that those who attended merely for the 
social activities were satisfied, but those 
who expected to get relief will find that 
their trip was in vain. 

One of the outstanding pieces of busi- 
ness was to formulate a battle against 
additional taxes. It was decided that 
the best means will be for individual 
theater owners to contact their legislators 
and bring pressure to keep increased 
taxation from being added. 

It was decided to hold the next annual 
convention in Milwaukee. 


Darrow Report on 
Code to Roosevelt 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—Clarence 
Darrow, head of President Roosevelt’s 
NRA Board of Review, will submit its 
report to the President this week, and it 
is tndicated that the board will then 
disband. 


Darrow would give no inkling as to 
what conditions he found, but it is un- 
derstood the report will recommend 
a great many changes in the code set- 
ups. 

Darrow admitted that there are many 
complaints against the code, and that 
in many instances the complaints are 
justified. Just what report he will turn 
in on motion pictures is anyone’s cuess, 
but it is conceded that the board was 
very much impressed by the testimony 
of independent exhibitors who appeared 
here a short time ago. 


The chief complaints from every 
branch of business seemed to be the 
preponderance of votes in code authori- 
ties by big companies over the smaller 
ones, and it would not be surprising, 
according to observers, if President 


Roosevelt ordered a new deal in CA 
lineups.

As part 
of the campaign each office is sending 
out letters to all the leading exhibitors 
in its territory telling them about the 
drive and inviting them to participate 
in the anniversary by booking as many 
Monogram pictures as possible while the 
drive is in progress. 

The drive begins this week and ends 
June 30 and is for a million dollars. 


Zanuck Ready for Visit 


To Foreign Exchanges 


HOLLYWOOD, April 21.—On his first 
visit to United Artists foreign film ex- 
changes for the purpose of discussing 
material with exchange managers for 
next year’s production schedule, Darryl 
F. Zanuck, 20th Century Pictures pro- 
ducer, leaves Hollywood with his family 
May 7, stopping in New York en route. 

Zanuck will be absent for at least two 
months on this trip, his itinerary in- 
cluding London, Paris, Rome and Vienna 
in Europe, and Cairo and Capetown in 
Africa, where United Artists exchanges 
are located. He will confer with all 
foreign cxchange manégers with a view 
toward shaping his future productions 
for a more world-wide market.

Price Cuts Hit 
Pitts. District 


PITTSBURGH, April 21.—Admission 
prices in.major chain and independent 
neighborhood houses are taking a nose 
dive here. Warner Brothers have cut 
the top price at the Enright from 40 
cents to 25 cents. At the same time 
the house, a 4,000 seater and the second 
largest in the city, institutes a double- 
feature policy beginning today, with 
three changes weekly. Matinee tickets 
were slashed from 25 cents to 15 cents. 

The next Warner Brothers palaces to 
join the bargain market were the 
Camerphone, which adopted a first-run 
in district policy with two changes 
weekly and slashed its early-bird shows 
from 20 cents to 10 cents, and the 
Kenyon, which cut its top price from 
35 cents to 25 cents. 


In the independent field the Garden, 
which is just one block away from the 
Kenyon, followed its competitor’s policy 
and slashed its top from 35 cents to 25 
cents. The Granada, which has plenty 
of box-office fighting to do with its 
across-the-street neighbor, the Roosevelt, 
cut its top from 25 cents to 15 cents. 
The Roosevelt, however, had something 
to say about this and mowed down its 
price from 25 cents to 20 cents and 
added a daily five-act vaudevilie bill as 
an extra added attraction. 


Newport News Up 


NEWPORT NEWS. Va., April 21.-- 
Week before last was a banner one for 
local theaters, three Of which did great 
business. Flying Down to Rio was held 
over a day at the Paramcunt, the first 
picture ever to be held over in the 
theater’s three-year existence, while at

He will continue his column 
in The Telegraph, but will devote his 
whole time to Mascot. 


Bigger Share of Production 


NEW YORK, April 21.—A concerted 
move on the part of Eastern studios is 
being made to bring more production 
to New York, and, according to studio 
Schedules here, some progress is being 
made. The number of pictures to be 
made in New York during the next year 
will hit 50 at the top. This, however, 
does not include shorts, which are 
ground out in several studios, notably 
the Vitaphone plant in Brooklyn. 

Last week The World-Telegram went 
in for a splurge and for four days de- 
voted half a page dwelling on the ad- 
vantages of New York as the country’s 
picture center. Many prominent players 
were interviewed, most of whom had 
found Hollywood anything but ideal, ac- 
cording to their views. 

Captain Baynes of the Eastern Serv- 
ice, which is operated by Erpi, stated 
that while production in the East is 
constantly improving, ne doesn’t expect 
Hollywood to fold up. “There are too 
many millions of dollars invested in 
studios there to cause a general influx 
to the East.” 


Herbert Yates, head of Consolidated 
Film Laboratories, which owns the Bio- 
graph studios, states that his plant is 
booked pretty solid for production. He 
Suggested that production should move 
east because of the danger of earth- 
quakes in Los Angeles, one of which 
may some time demolish every studio 
and leave the country without pictures. 
The Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce 
is still to be heard from on this point. 

It has been pointed out that one of 
the principal reasons for producers 
abandoning New York was labor trouble. 
It is now contended that there is as 
much labor difficulty in the movie capi- 
tal as there ever was in New York. 

There is no doubt, according to ob- 
Servers, that more and more pictures 
will be made in New York in the future, 
but it is the consensus of opinion that 
unless, aS Mr. Yates points out, an 
earthquake destroys the Coast city, 
Hollywood will continue to occupy the 
spotlight due to the advantages of its 
natural location.

Time—85 minutes. 

Here is a production that depends 
principally on its courtroom scenes to 
put it over big. Taken from the story 
Odd Thursday, by Vera Caspary, who also 
wrote Paramount’s Night of June 13th 
some time back, this picture packs a ter- 
rific wallop in its closing footage after a 
slow start. 

Considerable time is wasted at the be- 
ginning of the story to bring out minor 
details that might well have been in- 
timated and not overemphasized. Once 
these are over the picture picks up a 
steady and increasing pace and ends with 
a whirlwind finish that smacks it across 
the line for an entertainment touchdown. 

Warner Baxter, never better, is cast as 
a writer of hot and passionate stories that 
excite hearts in young breasts the coun- 
try over. He is besieged by young girls 
who have apparently taken his stuff too 
literally. and one of them, Rochelle Hud- 
son, leaves her Indiana home and goes to 
New York to show her poems to Baxter, 
obtain his advice and be near him for the 
inspirations it might offer her. Suave, 
easy going and sworn never to offend any- 
one, Baxter finds it hard to keep Miss 
Hudson in her place, until finally he is 
compelled to tell her point blank to go 
home and that she is a terrible bore to 
him. The shock of it is so great that 
Miss Hudson kills herself. 

A chain of circumstances are woven 
about Baxter that tend to prove that he 
killed the girl. Then follow the highly 
dramatic courtroom scenes, where Baxter 
is finally proved innocent, and he at last 
gets the opportunity to express his real 
love to his secretary, Rosemary Ames. 

Baxter is marvelous in this picture and 
Miss Hudson turns in an excellent por- 
trayal of the young girl in love with her 
thoughts. Miss Ames is jake in her small 
part. Herbert Mundin is crowded into 
the story for a few good laughs as he 
plays the part of Baxter’s butler. 

James Flood hes done a good job in 
Such Women Are Dangerous and Fox has 
an entertaining picture to offer exhibitors.

And so it 1s—doomed to die! For this 
latest Ken Maynard Western flicker for 
Universal release is the poorest Western 
this actor has ever tufned out. It is 
to be hoped that he will burn the posi- 
tives on this one, charge it up to better 
judgment and start over again with new 
story matter. 

Ken Maynard wrote this silly tale 
himself—so say the credits. In the 
first place the story is far too coOm- 
plicated for the average Western fan. 
It has Maynard as an old man, with a 
long beard and resembling a Bible char- 
acter as the story opens. Later he shaves 
off the fuzz and underneath is a hand- 
some young blond boy. The quick 
transition is unconvincing. Thruout the 
picture the characters display nervous- 
ness and self-consciousness and resem- 
ble a hick pair meeting the minister be- 
fore a crowd of school chums. 

Story concerns Maynard’s attempt to 
clear himself of a murder which, of 
course, he didn’t do. In working out 
his Own freedom he falls into the con- 
fidence of a gang of killers and finds 
his long-lost father, mentally deranged, 
in the hands of the killer’s gang. Some- 
body accidentally taps the old gent on 
the right spot on his cranium and he 
regains his faculties and joins his son 
in “cleaning up” on the whole bunch. 


True to form, a girl, Gloria Shea, is 
waiting somewhere, and when the whole 
thing is worked out and pieced together 
he rides up and they kiss. 

Maynard missed a big bet in his horse, 
Tarzan, in this drab epistle. Horse 
usually is about half of Maynard's pic- 
tures. 

It might be all right to run this on 
a Saturday morning for the kids if you 
happen to have it On your contract.

“The Affairs of Cellini”

Time—90 minutes. 

Apparently the parade of 20th Cen- 
tury hits has no end. Once again 
Daryll Zanuck can stand up and take a 
bow, for Constance Bennett, Fredric 
March, Frank Morgan and Fay Wray are 
superb in The Affairs of Cellini. The 
dignified and expert direction of Greg- 
ory LaCava, plus the superior art di- 
rection of Richard Day, should also come 
in for some credit on this excellent 
picture. 

Constance Bennett fits the role 100 
per cent of the amateur Duchess of 
Plorence. Fredric March, as Benvenuto 
Cellini, the firebrand, leaves nothing to 
be desired, and Frank Morgan, as the 
bewildered Duke Allessandro, almost 
steals the picture from Bennett and 
March. Fay Wray scores heavily as 
Angela, who is almost as mentally ab- 
sent as Duke Allessandro. Vince Barnett 
and Louis CalJhern are also pleasing 
additions to tne cast. 

The picture is taken from the play 
by Edwin Justus Mayer. The period cos- 
tumes are lavish and expensive, but in 
no part do they detract from the char- 
acters or are the characters permitted to 
use “ye olden tymes” English. 

Story concerns Benvenuto Cellini, 2 
great artist and goldsmith of France in 
the 16th century. Quite a man was this 
Cellini, and the story has to do with 
his amours—particularly his conquest of 
the Duchess, Miss Bennett. Likewise 
the Duke and Angela, the simple 
peasant girl, have a few private affairs. 
To save himself from Miss Bennett. 
March slips Calhern, a rival, a glass of 
poisoned wine and induces the Duchess 
to confess her love for himself in the 
banquet scene as he presumably lies 
dying. 

The sex implications are handled in 
@ clean and dignified manner and the 
story never once trespasses beyond the 
limit of decency Blackford. 


“The Scarlet Empress”

Time—103 minutes. 
Gentlemen, meet Marlene Dietrich on 
her way out—of pictures. When this 
one is released and flops flatter than a 
bride's first biscuits in every key city 
in the country, who'll be doing the

It is impossible to conceive that Para- 
mount would waste so much money on 
such a story. It’s extravagant, it’s true 
It’s magnificent, no one can deny—but 
for entertainment — well, there just 
isn’t any. 

The only chance this picture will have 
is with patrons craving beauty, lavish 
sets and exquisite pictorial magnificence. 
So overloaded is it with scenery and 
stupendous settings that the story is 
completely submerged. Even Miss Diet- 
rich, who is supposed to be featured, is 
buried under an overdose of gorgeous 
and expensive effects. 

The story is based on incidents in the 
life of Catherine the Great of Russia. 
Miss Dietrich is an innocent young 
princess on her way to share the boudoir 
with a slightly unbalanced grand duke, 
played by Sam Jaffe. The mating is for 
the sole purpose of providing Jaffe with 
a male heir. Her youthful and romantic 
dreams shattered, Miss Dietrich becomes 
hard and brazen. From there on it’s 
supposed to be stark tragedy, but it’s 
really hilarious comedy. Jaffe is sup- 
posed to be a hard-boiled old critter, 
but he actually looks like one of the 
Marx brothers and is equally as funny. 
Louise Dresser is supposed to be a queen, 
but thruout she shouts her lines, yells 
like @ degraded old woman and does 
everything but make the part con- 
vincing.

Picture deals with hypnotism, its ef- 
fects on humans, etc. It presents a 
young man who becomes hypnotized 
and commits a murder, not knowing the 
man or why. 

John Halliday is the Operator of a 

gambling den. Tom Brown is in love 
with his daughter and visits the den 
and proposes to her. She accepts and 
Brown goes into the library to talk with 
her father. While they are talking the 
father produces a “cat’s eye” ring which 
produces a hypnotic effect upon Brown. 
As they are talking Frank Hardmuth, a 
cheap politician and crook, who is be- 
ing Spurned by John Halliday’s daugh- 
ter, makes a visit and Halliday sees 
him in an adjoining room. The two 
pass heated words and Hardmuth ig 
thrown out bodily. Halliday returns to 
his library and as he enters the door 
he mumbles to himself, “I should have 
killed him.” Still under the effect of 
the ring Brown absorbs this thought 
in his subconscious mind, and the fol- 
lowing morning when he again looks 
at the ring the hypnosis is again made 
—he buys a revolver and kills Hard- 
muth. 
Sir Guy Standing is brought in to de- 
fend Brown on the ground that, as 
a victim of hypnotism, he did not know 
what he was doing. The courtroom 
scenes are highly dramatic and lead up 
to a capital climax wherein the foreman 
of the jury is hypnotized and walks 
acTfoss the room and fires a blank cart- 
ridge at the prosecuting attorney. 

You'll weep for more pictures like this 
one. It’s a thriller and a good one.

The retitled Alias the Deacon comes 
to the screen as a well made, interesting 
picture from start to finish. Altho not 
Possessing many money names, this film 
should do well because of its close 
adherence to the vlay. 

In the cast are Sallie Blane, Berton 
Churchill, Joel McCrea, Gay Seabrook. 
Mickey Rooney, Alexandria Carlisle, Bert 
Roach and Henry Armetta. 

Berton Churchill offers a rich per- 
formance in the title role of the picture 
and easily steals the show. The play 
evolves about him, with the entire_ 
action centered on this charmfng old 
rascal—a sly card shark masquerading 
as a deacon. 

Director Kurt Neumann has handled 
his work well in etting this play onto 
celluloid, and the excellent photography 
of George Robinson has helped con- 
siderably.

No Concessions From Producers; 


Milwaukee Draws 1935 Session 


Feed bag worked overtime—Mayer’s speech taken to 

mean exhibs must accept what they get—number of dele- 

gates disappointing—plan battle to keep down State taxes 
* 


HOLLYWOOD, April 21.—Before dishanding for their homes, the consensus 
of opinion among the delegates of the MPTOA convention seemed to be that 
practically nothing was accomplished during the session and that if exhibitors ever 
expected any concessions from producers they have discovered how wrong they 


were, 


There were many delegates who felt that too much time was devoted to 
partying at studios and too little time to discussing business at hand. 


It is felt 


by many that producers as a whole are not going to make concessions, and Louis 


Mayer’s talk did not strike the exhibs as 
anything of a polyanna spirit of co- 
operation. 


While most of the delegates are known 
to be against double bills, there are many 
who have found that only thru duals can 
they exist, and the ban on duals made by 
convention leaders does not set so well 
with a great many. 


As far as can be learned not a single 
producer will be governed by any resolu- 
tions passed at the session. The con- 
vention went on record as opposed to 
dirty pictures, yet no company has an- 
nounced a single cancellation of book 
rights, and it is the opinion that the 
exhibs were nicely patted on the back and 
told to go home and take what they get. 

As far as actual number of delegates to 
attend, the turnout was extremely dis- 
appointing to those in charge. They have 
taken into consideration the long trek to 
the Coast, and they believe that had the 
convention been held at a more centrally 
situated city the attendance would have 
been up to former years. 


All in all, it is felt that the 1934 con- 
vention came pretty near being a com- 
plete bust as far as accomplishment was 
concerned. It is agreed that the enter- 
tainment afforded was above average and 
that those who attended merely for the 
social activities were satisfied, but those 
who expected to get relief will find that 
their trip was in vain. 


One of the outstanding pieces of busi- 
ness was to formulate a battle against 
additional taxes. It was decided that 
the best means will be for individual 
theater owners to contact their legislators 
and bring pressure to keep increased 
taxation from being added. 

It was decided to hold the next annual 
convention in Milwaukee. 


Darrow Report on 
Code to Roosevelt 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—Clarence 
Darrow, head of President Roosevelt’s 
NRA Board of Review, will submit its 
report to the President this week, and it 
is indicated that the board will then 
disband. 


Darrow would give no inkling as to 
what conditions he found, but it is un- 
derstood the report will recommend 
a great many changes in the code set- 
ups. 

Darrow admitted that there are many 
complaints against the code, and that 
in many instances the complaints are 
justified. Just what report he will turn 
in on motion pictures is anyone’s cuess, 
but it is conceded that the board was 
very much impressed by the testimony 
of independent exhibitors who appeared 
here a short time ago. 


The chief complaints from every 
branch of business seemed to be the 
preponderance of votes in code authori- 
ties by big companies over the smaller 
ones, and it would not be surprising, 


according to observers, if President 
Roosevelt ordered a new deal in CA 
lineups. 
Short Hours Help

NEW YORK, April 21.—The Monogram 
exchanges are conducting a special sales 
drive in honor of their president, W. 
Ray Johnston, and his 20th anniversary 
in the motion picture business. As part 
of the campaign each office is sending 
out letters to all the leading exhibitors 
in its territory telling them about the 
drive and inviting them to participate 
in the anniversary by booking as many 
Monogram pictures as possible while the 
drive is in progress. 

The drive begins this week and ends 
June 30 and is for a million dollars. 


Zanuck Ready for Visit 
To Foreign Exchanges 


HOLLYWOOD, April 21.—On his first 
visit to United Artists foreign film ex- 
changes for the purpose of discussing 
material with exchange managers for 
next year’s production schedule, Darryl 
F. Zanuck, 20th Century Pictures pro- 
ducer, leaves Hollywood with his family 
May 7, stopping in New York en route. 

Zanuck will be absent for at least two 
months on this trip, his itinerary in- 
cluding London, Paris, Rome and Vienna 
in Europe, and Cairo and Capetown in 
Africa, where United Artists exchanges 
are located. He will confer with all 
foreign exchange manégers with a view 
toward shaping his future productions 
for a more world-wide market. 


New House for Bristol

Price Cuts Hit 
Pitts. District 


PITTSBURGH, April 21.—Admission 
prices in.major chain and independent 
neighborhood houses are taking a nose 
dive here. Warner Brothers have cut 
the top price at the Enright from 40 
cents to 25 cents. At the same time 
the house, a 4,000 seater and the second 
largest in the city, institutes a double- 
feature policy beginning today, with 
three changes weekly. Matinee tickets 
were slashed from 25 cents to 15 cents. 

The next Warner Brothers palaces to 
join the bargain market were the 
Camerphone, which adopted a first-run 
in district policy with two changes 
weekly and slashed its early-bird shows 
from 20 cents to 10 cents, and the 
Kenyon, which cut its top price from 
35 cents to 25 cents. 


In the independent field the Garden, 
which is just one block away from the 
Kenyon, followed its competitor’s policy 
and slashed its top from 35 cents to 25 
cents. The Granada, which has plenty 
of box-office fighting to do with its 
across-the-street neighbor, the Roosevelt, 
cut its top from 25 cents to 15 cents. 
The Roosevelt, however, had something 
to say about this and mowed down its 
price from 25 cents to 20 cents and 
added a daily five-act vaudeville bill as 
an extra added attraction. 


Newport News Up 


NEWPORT NEWS. Va., April 21.-— 
Week before last was a banner one for 
local theaters, three Of which did great 
business. Flying Down to Rio was held 
over a day at the Paramcunt, the first 
picture ever to be held over in the 
theater’s three-year existence, while at 
the same time the Palace and James 
were doing stand-out business on Caro- 
lina and Man of Two Worlds, respec- 
tively.

Ratern Stuilios Make Bid for 


Bigger Share of Production 


NEW YORK, April 21.—A _ concerted 
move on the part of Eastern studios is 
being made to bring more production 
to New York, and, according to studio 
Schedules here, some progress is being 
made. The number of pictures to be 
made in New York during the next year 
will hit 50 at the top. This, however, 
does not include shorts, which are 
ground out in several studios, notably 
the Vitaphone plant in Brooklyn. 

Last week The World-Telegram went 
in for a splurge and for four days de- 
voted half a page dwelling on the ad- 
vantages of New York as the country’s 
picture center. Many prominent players 
were interviewed, most of whom had 
found Hollywood anything but ideal, ac- 
cording to their views. 

Captain Baynes of the Eastern Serv- 
ice, which is operated by Erpi, stated 
that while production in the East is 
constantly improving, ne doesn’t expect 
Hollywood to fold up. ‘“The?e are too 
many millions of dollars invested in 
studios there to cause a general influx 
to the East.” 


Herbert Yates, head of Consolidated 
Film Laboratories, which owns the Bio- 
graph studios, states that his plant is 
booked pretty solid for production. He 
Suggested that production should move 
east because of the danger of earth- 
quakes in Los Angeles, one of which 
may some time demolish every studio 
and leave the country without pictures. 
The Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce 
is still to be heard from on this point. 

It has been pointed out that one of 
the principal reasons for producers 
abandoning New York was labor trouble. 
It is now contended that there is as 
much labor difficulty in the movie capl- 
tal as there ever was in New York. 


There is no doubt, according to ob- 
servers, that more and more pictures 
will be made in New York in the future, 
but it is the consensus of opinion that 
unless, aS Mr. Yates points out, an 
earthquake destroys the Coast city, 
Hollywood will continue to occupy the 
spotlight due to the advantages of its 
natural location. 


Kopfstein Starts 
New Indie Corp. 


NEW YORK, April 21.—A new inde- 
pendent producing company was incor- 
porated here this week known as the 
Famous Authors’ Pictures Corporation, 
which will produce a series of eight fea- 
tures this year. The stories will be 
based on well-known novels. 


It is expected that the first picture 
will go into production at the RKO- 
Pathe studios, Hollywood, not later than 
July 1. 


The officers of the new company are 
Jacques Kopfstein, president, and Mark 
Hyman, treasurer.

After see- 
ing this picture on previewed one of 
the exhibitors that received the oranges 
remarked: “They send us oranges on our 
way out here and lemons to us at our 
theaters when we are at home.” 

And that is just about what Wild 
Gold turns out to be. With an impos- 
sible story, faulty direction and a poor 
cast this one ends up as just so much 
film. 

Fox wanted to make a story out of

In transferring the play to the 
Screen Padro Berman has seen to it 
that very few changes were made, and 
45 a result it winds up as a fairy tale a 
trifie bit too fairyish to get by satis- 
factorily. 

Clive Brook occupies the center of at- 
tention thruout the unraveling of this 
fantastical bit of nonsense. As a mil- 
lionaire living on the Dover road, he 
has taken it upon himself to detail 
couples contemplating marriage and 
test their love for each other out for 
a few days on his estate. The Dover 
Toad seems to be the road most lovers 
take on their way to catch the boat to 
Calais to be married.

“Such Women Are Dangerous” 


(FOX) 
Previewed at the United Artists, Pasadena. 
Time—85 minutes. 

Here is a production that depends 
principally on its courtroom scenes to 
put it over big. Taken from the story 
Odd Thursday, by Vera Caspary, who also 
wrote Paramount's Night of June 13th 
some time back, this picture packs a ter- 
rific wallop in its closing footage after a 
slow start. 

Considerable time is wasted at the be- 
ginning of the story to bring out minor 
details that might well have been in- 
timated and not overemphasized. Once 
these are over the picture picks up a 
steady and increasing pace and ends with 
a whirlwind finish that smacks it across 
the line for an entertainment touchdown. 

Warner Baxter, never better, is cast as 
a writer of hot and passionate stories that 
excite hearts in young breasts the coun- 
try over. He is besieged by young girls 
who have apparently taken his stuff too 
literally. and one of them, Rochelle Hud- 
son, leaves her Indiana home and goes to 
New York to show her poems to Baxter, 
obtain his advice and be near him for the 
inspirations it might offer her. Suave, 
easy going and sworn never to offend any- 
one, Baxter finds it hard to keep Miss 
Hudson in her place, until finally he is 
compelled to tell her point blank to go 
home and that she is a terrible bore to 
him. The shock of it is so great that 
Miss Hudson kills herself. 

A chain of circumstances are woven 
about Baxter that tend to prove that he 
killed the girl. Then follow the highly 
dramatic courtroom scenes, where Baxter 
is finally proved innocent, and he at last 
gets the opportunity to express his real 
love to his secretary, Rosemary Ames. 

Baxter is marvelous in this picture and 
Miss Hudson turns in an excellent por- 
trayal of the young girl in love with her 
thoughts. Miss Ames is jake in her small 
part. Herbert Mundin is crowded into 
the story for a few good laughs as he 
plays the part of Baxter’s butler. 

James Flood hes done a good job in 
Such Women Are Dangerous and Fox has 
an entertaining picture to offer exhibitors.

And so it 1s—doomed to die! For this 
latest Kern Maynard Western flicker for 
Universal release is the poorest Western 
this actor has ever turned out. It is 
to be hoped that he will burn the posi- 
tives on this one, charge it up‘to better 
judgment and start over again with new 
story matter. 

Ken Maynard wrote this silly tale 
himself—so say the credits. In the 
first place the story is far too com- 
plicated for the average Western fan. 
It has Maynard as an old man, with a 
long beard and resembling a Bible char- 
acter as the story opens. Later he shaves 
off the fuzz and underneath is a hand- 
some young blond boy. The quick 
transition is unconvincing. Thruout the 
picture the characters display nervous- 
ness and self-consciousness and resem- 
ble a hick pair meeting the minister be- 
fore a crowd of school chums. 

Story concerns Maynard’s attempt to 
clear himself of a murder which, of 
course, he didn’t do. In working out 
his Own freedom he falls into the con- 
fidence of a gang of killers and finds 
his long-lost father, mentally deranged, 
in the hands of the killer’s gang. Some- 
body accidentally taps the old gent on 
the right spot on his cranium and he 
regains his faculties and joins his son 
in “cleaning up” on the whole bunch. 


True to form, a girl, Gloria Shea, is 
waiting somewhere, and when the whole 
thing is worked out and pieced together 
he rides up and they kiss. 

Maynard missed a big bet in his horse, 
Tarzan, in this drab epistle. Horse 
usually is about half of Maynard's pic- 
tures. 

It might be all right to run this on 
a Saturday morning for the kids if you 
happen to have it On your contract.

“The Affairs of Cellini” 


(20TH CENTURY) 
Fox Westwood, Westwood Village, Calif. 
Time—90 minutes. 

Apparently the parade of 20th Cen- 
tury hits has no end. Once again 
Daryll Zanuck can stand up and take a 
bow, for Constance Bennett, Fredric 
March, Frank Morgan and Pay Wray are 
superb in The Affairs of Cellini. The 
dignified and expert direction of Greg- 
ory LaCava, plus the superior art di- 
rection of Richard Day, should also come 
in for some credit on this excellent 
picture. 

Constance Bennett fits the role 100 
per cent of the amateur Duchess of 
Plorence. Fredric March, as Benvenuto 
Cellini, the firebrand, leaves nothing to 
be desired, and Frank Morgan, as the 
bewildered Duke Allessandro, almost 
steals the picture from Bennett and 
March. Fay Wray scores heavily as 
Angela, who is almost as mentally ab- 
sent as Duke Allessandro. Vince Barnett 
and Louis CalJhern are also pleasing 
additions to tne cast. 

The picture is taken from the play 
by Edwin Justus Mayer. The period cos- 
tumes are lavish and expensive, but in 
no part do they detract from the char- 
acters or are the characters permitted to 
use “ye olden tymes” English. 

Story concerns Benvenuto Cellini, 2 
great artist and goldsmith of France in 
the 16th century. Quite a man was this 
Cellini, and the story has to do with 
his amours—particularly his conquest of 
the Duchess, Miss Bennett. Likewise 
the Duke and Angela, the simple 
peasant girl, have a few private affairs.

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GENERAL INDOOR NEWS

RANK GILLMORE, scholarly patrician 
and shepherd of the acting element 
of the legitimate stage, has harbored 

a pet annoyance the last few years. He 
has frequently communicated to the con- 
ductor of this pillar his repugnance over 
the employment of the term “flesh” to 
describe stage entertainment as opposed 
to canned or mechanical forms. Mr. Gill- 
more regards as unfortunate the conno- 
tation of something usually associated 
with the base or carnal; this applied to a 
stage “whereon the artist gives to the 
public the very best his talent can pro- 
ject.” Fortunately for the esteem of our 
editorial self, he does not lay all of the 
blame at the doorstep of The Billbcard. 
While granting that this paper has been 
a pace-setter in the movement that has 
made “flesh” synonymous with the stage, 
he concedes that some of the sting has 
been taken out of the “unfortunate” 
designation thru its general acceptance 
within the show business. 

Nevertheless. Mr. Gillmore regards with 
alarm the growing popularity of the term, 
“flesh,” and, purist that he is, recently 
pleaded in a letter to us that an effort 
should be made by those who love the 
stage and honor its traditions to “think 
of something better.” Regarding this at 
first as a strictly personal exchange of 
thought, we racked our brain for a term 
to replace “fiesh,” which we agreed when 
Mr. Gillmore regigtered his first objec- 
tions several years ago could be improved 
upon. We failedito think of a substitute 
that would not only be free of the base 
implications of “flesh,” but would serve 
the wurpose of those who write with a 
deadline in mind and those who read as 
they run. We asked Mr. Gillmore on 
several occasions for his own suggestions. 
He agreed that he could not at the 
moment think of a substitute that would 
meet all the requirements. 

* * * 

However, the meticulous president of 
Equitv did not permit the matter to slip 
his mind. He thought about it and must 
have discussed it with other protagonists 
of the stage. The result was unveiled in 
this month’s issue of Equity Magazine. 
In a provocative article consisting mostly 
‘of our quotes (Hear the vain creature!) 
the “flesh” question is discussed pro and 
con, and it is concluded with what we 
assume is Mr. Gillmore’s suggestion that 
the successor of “flesh” be THE LIVING 
THEATER. We have no quarrel with this 
designation—in its proper place. But 
with regret we inform Mr. Gillmore that 
THE LIVING THEATER cannot be em- 
ploved to describe the addition of three 
weeks’ vaude time to Mr. Shmulinksy’s 
cireuit: or the booking of a unit show on 
McClosky’s time. Mr. Gillmore’s term is 
dignified; it is rhetorically correct—but 
it does not fit inte the picture framed by 
a border of vaude. burlesque and night- 
club activity to which “flesh” has been 
almost exclusively applied. 

We hope Mr. Gillmore will try again. 
We shall not cease trying ourselves for 
something to replace “flesh” in our liter- 
ary nomenclature: but pretty as it is we 
cannot accept with open arms as we 
fight the battle on the field of cans, mikes 
and sound tracks a fragile thing like THE 
LIVING THEATER and lead it to slaugh- 
ter. No, even if forced into print by 
artificial stimulus Mr. Gillmore’s “living 
theater” will not survive. There are 
still plenty of thinking persons left in 
the stage end of the show business. We 
offer the problem to them to solve during 
the long nights that they are trying to 
rock themselves to sleep in the seas of 
their troubles. We promise to give serious 
consideration to every sincere suggestion. 
We shall be thankful to the donor—ancd

Scribe’s Miscellany 


HERE are as many sides to be taken 

on the question of whether License 

Commissioner Moss is justified in 
asking that vaude and night club agents, 
Philly and Boston bookers, private en- 
tertainment bookers and personal man- 
agers apply for licenses as there are spots 
on a leopard. Considering that Commis- 
sioner Moss is not actuated by political 
motives it must be allowed that he is 
not playing the role of an opportunist 
From the side of the fence where are 
corralled the showmen who are wondering 
whether ‘tis better to apply or not to 
apply there is also much to be said in 
their favor. They are wised up enough to 
realize that licensing alone will not solve 
the problem of the honest agent or club 
booker. One has only to look at the large 
percentage of booking offices that have 
long been licensed. Nobody can say— 
truthfully—that these are paragons of 
business virtue. If Commissioner Moss is 
minded solely to collect additional 
revenue for the city he should be fought 
tooth and nail. But if he, when the 
proper occasion arises, can prove that 
licensing and his form of regulation will 
cure the branches of the show business 
touched of many present evils he should 
receive the whole-hearted support even 
of those who will have to shell out their 
last penny to pay for a license and bond- 
ing fees. 

The past record of the License Depart- 
ment is as black as soot. Regardless of 
his excellent personal qualifications and 
his very favorable start Commissioner 
Moss has yet to demonstrate that the de- 
partment, under his administration, is 
capable of properly enforcing its rules ana 
regulations in the theatrical district. The 
honest agent and booker must be pro- 
tected against the gyps. The actor must 
be protected against offices that issue 
worthless contracts or make _ verbal 
promises that are rarely, or never, per- 
formed. This can be done by rigid en- 
forcement of now existing laws. Whole- 
sale licensing would be the next logical 
ste nd it would be welcomed by all 
honest talent merchants.

T APPEARS that Harold Rodner, Warner 
Bros.’ exec now a power in the ad- 
» ministration of the NVA Lodge at 
Saranac Lake, is determined to put the 
proposition on a more humane and busi- 
nesslike basis. We hope that appear- 
ances, this time, are not deceiving. With 
Rodner, an expert on buying supplies and 
handling big projects, in harness the 
sanatorium, which all the stenchy politics 
in the world can’t remove from its clas- 
sification of one of the finest of its kind 
in the world, may broaden its service 
to include other theatrical organizations 
such as the Actors’ Fund. It is good, in- 
deed, to hear, even from unauthentic lips, 
that the Lodge, now housing 38 patients, 
may soon be playing host to more than 
100—and all worthy cases. It is high 
time that something were done along the 
line of completely reforming the institu- 
tion that we know so well. Rodner seems 
to he the man to do the job, and we are 
with him if he is really determined to 
forge ahead and permit no influences to 
hinder him or steer him from his course. 
The unfortunates who look to the insti- 
tution for succor know naught about 
politics. Their only argument is with a 
germ that bores into human lungs with- 
out discrimination against race, creed or 
color.

ARDON us, please, for even suggesting 
some weeks ago that everything 
might yet turn out all right for 

burlesque. We must have been talking 
thru our hat, because if we gad been us- 
ing our experience as a guiae we would 
not have made any such rash statements. 

The lid is cff—again. Burly operators 
are openly defving the Burlesque Artists’ 
Association. They are not carrying out 
their eloquent promises. Performers are 
being gypped and otherwise maltreated. 
Even among themselves the gentlemen 
(no sarcasm meant) are quarreling like 
fishermen’s wives An astonishing state- 
ment today on the part of a burly per- 
former is: “They paid me off in full.” 
More astonishing than an_ incurable 
optimist can possibly believe. 

We said recently that Tom Phillips was 
net exactly stepping into a bed of roses 
when he was given that Four A’s charter. 
We meant that to be more of a friendly 
injunction than an ungarnished fact. But 
now we see that Phillips has all that one 
man can handle—and then some. Serves 
him right for thinking that he can use 
reason and ordinary methods of negotia- 
tion with a class of men who have to 
pinch themselves——-and real hard —to 
realize they are in the show business, and 
not masters of Occidental fleshpots.

being 32 cars on 
that monster wheel there were exactly 
36. Each car catried 40 chairs, 20 on 
each side, arranged lengthwise; 10 
chairs to the row, with a space in the 
center with ample room for 20 more. 
Highest point of the wheel was 264 
feet. Total weight of wheel and cars 
was 2,100 tons. Total weight of people 
per trip was 150 tons. The axle, steel 
forgec, was the largest ever made, 33 
inches in diameter, 454% feet long and 
weighing 70% tons. Time required for 
one trip was 20 minutes. Total weight 
of wheel and machinery was 4,300 tons. 
The 36 cars were filled to capacity on 
Chicago Day, October 9, 1893, and 20 
extra chairs were placed in each car for 
convenience of thrill seekers, making a 
total of 3,160 people each trip. When 
the wheel was first placed in commis- 
sion and people once in the locked cars 
some became unmanageable, several at- 
tempted to jump from the open win- 
dows, and shortly afterward extra steel 
bars were placed over each window. On 
clear days the Indiana shore line would 
be easily visible to the naked eye. 
Later the wheel was moved to Wright- 
wood avenue and North Clark street. 
The location was called Ferris Wheel 
Park, and I was manager of the conces- 
sions controlled by Thomas B. Coyne. 
On afternoons when attendance was 
small I often made trips around on the 
wheel all alone and once had a thrilling 
experience in an electrical storm, learn- 
ing only atterward that the wheel was 
safe and grounded. PROF. AGNEW

print with another. The Chicago As- 

sembly of the SAM has had “Educational 

Half Hours” as a prelude to meetings 
for many years. 

Such magicians as Tarbell, Lotz, 
Troseth, Leamon, Le Roy, your humble 
scribe and many others have given in- 
teresting and diversified talk on magic 
from all angles in an effort to assist 
the newcomers in magic. Also at the 
Chicago conference in 1930 I gave a 
15-minute talk along educational lines, 
embracing diction, stage deportment 
and makeup, which was well received 
and caused much comment. 

Mr. Proskauer has announced his can- 
didacy for the high office of national 
president for the coming fiscal year. 
Anyone has a perfect right to campaign 
for this honor. But I personally can- 
not see how any member of the SAM or 
any assembly can conscientiously in- 
struct their delegates to vote for anyone 
who has so often caused unhappiness 
and discontent in the society by his 
flagrant violations of the long-estab- 
lished code of ethics designed by the 
Original founders of the SAM to pro- 
mote magic, UNITY and might. How 
can there he UNITY when a member 
defies openly one of the fundamental 
planks in our platform, namely, “You 
must not expose?” 

I have my personal opinion on wheth- 
er or not exposes hurt or benefit the 
sause of magic. But as jong as a mem- 
ber wants to belong to an organization 


let him either live up to its principles or 
get out. The arguments put out by Mr. 
Proskauer that he has exposed only little 
things that do NOT hurt are naturally 
his defense of his actions and, in his 
case, perhaps justifiable. But what of 
the admonition not to expose at all? 
And when he says he exposes only things 
which have never hurt magic I must 
ask, in the vernacular of Broadway, “OH, 
YEAH?” 

Ask Floyd Thayer what HE thinks. 
Ask many other magi who have suffered 
from Mr. Proskauer’s altruistic (?) en- 
deavors to elevate the art of magic. 
Again I reiterate, “As long as he con- 
tinues to violate and openly abuse the 
rules of the SAM and receives therefor 
only admonitions that he must not do it 
again (and a silver cup as well) I be- 
lieve it is up to the members individual- 
ly ard collectively to see that when the 
election hour rolls around at the Pitts- 
burgh conference in June that they use 
their heads instead of their hearts and 
cast their vote for a man who is deserv- 
ing of their confidence and trust.” 

Chicago Assembly offers such a man 
jn the person of Russ Walsh, who js run- 
ning as candidate for national president. 
Most af the magicians in the United 
States know him. To those who do not 
know him personally permit me to say 
that he 1s a man who deserves your vote 
and his election will be a real break for 
the SAM. 

In closing, I quote Mr. Proskauer 
again. He says, “If this letter is pub- 
lished in The Billboard I can picture 
the storm of protest from some of those, 
possibly failures themselves, who dislike 
to see anyone learn anything.” It seems 
he has his “defense complex” all set in 
cose the boys might take umbrage at 
another of his numerous mistakes. Re- 
garding the failures in magic of which 
he speaks, just what has he EVER done 
for magic that has not been a complete 
failure? I do not consider myself a fail- 
ure and I protest at pretty nearly every- 
thing he has done to magic. I make 
my living with it, at least. And I do 
not have to resort to exposing, either. 
Why Mr. Proskauer should appear to be 
60 deeply hurt when the magicians seem 
to resent some of his tactics makes me 
believe that he “can give it, but he can’t 
take it.” And, last of all, fellow SAM 
members, Vote for Russ Walsh. Selah.

In the Spring Special number of The 
Billboard I read with much interest the 
story on Lighting the Big Top, by C.G 
Sturtevant, it being very interesting and 
covering much with reference to the 
subject. I doubt if Mr. Sturtevant goes 
back far enough 


to show the asso- 
Circus First ciation of the elec- 
tric light plant 
With Electric with the circus, he 
writing in part as 
Light Plants follows: “In fact, 


it was only about 
20 years ago that it finally came into 
general use on the big ones.” This goes 
back to 1914. He further writes in part 
as follows: “For from 10 to 15 years 
before this, electric light equipment had 
been installed in a number of cases, etc.” 
This would go back to 1899. 

For the benefit of readers and espe- 
cially those interested in electric current 
with the tented shows I will state that 
the Great London Circus exhibited in 
Kansas City, Mo., summer of 1878 and 
had as a big feature a portable electric 
light plant to illuminate its tents. 
Mr. Sturtevant refers to the W. W. Cole 
Show as having an electric light plant 
in 1879, Sells Bros. having one in 1883, 
these being the old Brush outfits, the 
name still being familiar with those who 
recall the early days of electric lights. 

When the Great London Circus ex- 
hibited in Kansas City in 1878 the elec- 
tric light plant proved a big feature and 
gave the press agents plenty to write 
about, the following phrases being found 
in connection with the illuminating 

lant: 
sf The Immortal Electric Light. The 
Great Inventive Triumph of the Age. The 
Great Eye of the Public Dazed. Il- 
lumined by Electricity. Resplendent! 
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Refulgent! Redolent! No other show 
has it! Procured at an expenditure of 
$15,000. Eighteen electric light chande- 
licrs, yielding a volume of light equal 
to 35,000 gas jets. All scientists gaze 
in wonder at it! All philosophers are 
bewildered at it! All the world is anxious 
to witness it! An Age Prolific with Won- 
ders! A Manifold Invention! The Brush 
Electric Light! It Nluminates a Distance 
of Two Miles! Dense, Dark, Dr 
Nights Made Bright and Beautiful! The 
Rage and Furor To Witness This Grand 
Illuminator Unparalleled! Outrivaling 
the Brilliant Rays of the Noonday Sun! 
People Coming on Grand Excursion 
Trains Hundreds of Miles From All Parts 
of the Country! No Wonder the People 
are Wild About It! 

In a writeup the next day after the 
circus The Times had this: 

“The Great London Circus carried 
with it a portable power plant which 
operated a set of Brush arc lights and a 
calliope, singly or collectively. However, 
the electric light was the chief ‘bally- 
hoo’ of the show. Posters and newspapers 
published pictures of the light plant 
carried by the circus. 

“Indeed, the electric light, as offered 
and publicized by the circus, attracted 
hundreds of people to Kansas City who 
desired to see the wonder of the age. 
There were doubters who contended the 
light burned by some trick—that ‘there 
wasn’t any such animal,’ as the ruralite 
=, Oey mi wien be cow Ge 
camel.” 


As late as 1906 the Brundage & Fisher 
Amusement Company carried a iight 
plant and it proved a real novelty in 
the small towns in Kansas. Missouri. 
Arkansas, Oklahoma and Indian terri- 
tory. So much of a novelty was the 
manufacturing of and displaying of elec- 
tric current that on no few occasions did 
we put the light plant in a tent and 
use it as orie of the attractions, the 
admission fee of 10 cents often turning 
in top money for all shows with that 
three-car carnival. We had a Fairbanks- 
Morse outfit and the exhibiting of the 
plant in smaller towns gave the busi- 
ness men the inspiration for electric 
lights and not a few plants were sold to 
towns from the demonstration as put on 
by the show. For each outfit that was 
placed in a town due to the appearance 
of the carnival the Brundage & Fisher 
management secured a refund on their 
original investment until it was all 
kicked back due to sales in the towns 
visited by the carnival. 


With further reference to the electric 
light plant as carried by the Great Lon- 
don Circus, it was the first display of 
electric lights ever seen in Kansas City, 
Mo., so The Kansas City Times stated 
at that time, summer of 1878.

CINCINNATI, April 21.—The following 
editorial recently appeared in The New 
York Herald-Tribune: 


“So many experts have offered solu- 
tions for remaking the sorry scheme in 
which things entire now stand that we 
hesitate to add another to the list. But 
having just come from Madison Square 
Garden we cannot refrain. The idea is 
simple. Let the circus do it. 


“It is not so much that the call is 
for a miracle and that dozens of mira- 
cles happen daily at the circus without 
a ripple. Not all the astounding achieve- 
ments at the Garden would fill the bill 
exactly at Washington. If the right 
congressmen or the right members of 
the administration, for instance, could 
be shot from a gun in the manner of 
those intrepid cannon balls, the Zac- 
chinis who would look to make sure 
that they had landed in the net! 


“The point is that if the call is for 
a planned society, here is the only per- 
fectly planned society in the world. For 
nearly three hours lions roar, elephants 
dance, chariots rumble, lassos whirl and 
the air is filled with flying figures, and 
never a miss.

“Yes, if anyone can run a planned 
society it is the circus. The only prob- 
lem is where it will ever find humans 
as dignified as tigers, as charmine as 
seals, as tractable as horses. as wise as 
elephants and as supremely alert and 
skillful as the gods and voddesses of 
ground, horseback, wire and trapeze.”

WORCESTER, Mass., April 21.—Protec- 
tion of Bay State fairs from dog-racing 
ompetition during the fair season and 
an overwhelming desire for amateur 
contests and novelty events were the 
chief subjects under discussion as the 
Massachusetts Agricultural Fairs Asso- 
ciation held its annual spring meeting 
in the Hotel Bancroft here on Wednes- 
day. 


Milton Danziger, assistant general 
manager Eastern States Exposition, 
Springfield, presented a resolution in 


behalf of the executive committee in 
which it was recommended that the 
pari-mutuel bill pending in the Legisla- 
ture be amended so that dog racing be 
banned for the period between August 
15 and September 30. Proposed amend- 
ment will be placed in the hands of the 
sponsors of the measure and appears 
certain to be included, it was said here, 
as part of the bill. 

It was pointed out that the canine 
meets are decidedly popular, a fact 
which tends to make them keenly com- 
petitive to horse-race meetings at fair 
tracks. which maintain heavier invest- 
ments. Moreover, the p-m bill has been 
designed to favor fairs in the State, 
many of which aided in pushing the 
bill te legislative action, so that if dog 
meets were held concurrent with fairs. 
measure’s purpose would be defeated in 
part, causing depleted revenues both 
for fairs and the State treasury.

Hiscox on Exhibits 


“If you want to keep on interesting 
new people, change your shows and ex- 
hibits every year,” declared Laurence 
B. Boston, director Division of Reclama- 
tion, Soil Survey and Fairs, State De- 
partment of Agriculture. “Get the 
human-interest angle to pull them thru 
your gates. We can't all be Frank 
Kingman (secretary Brockton Fair), 
who has thought out an expert plan of 
promotion and management, but we can 
all change our pace and revolutionize 
our departments.” 

Mr. Boston said that he has received 
25 more applications for prize money 
than in 1933 and that major fairs are 
holding their own. “Now that we are 
less worried about budgets and the like, 
let’s build up the competitive element, 
for contests look like the big thing 
this season.” He also made an appeal 
to secretaries that they furnish him 
with more news and information for the 
Massachusetts Fairs Letter, published 
monthly. 


Joseph W. Hiscox, chief of Office of 
Exhibits, U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture, spoke on exhibits in view for A 
Century of Progress, Chicago, in this 
year’s second edition and discussed the 
situation in Southern territory, saying 
that North Carolina especially has 
bright p . He hinted about CWA 
and CCC exhibits at fairs this year. 


Dynamometer as Attraction 


In the morning Otis E. Hall, commit- 
tee director, Springfield, spoke on judg- 
ing; Mr. Danziger on the Elkanah Wat- 
son Committee, and Prof. C. J. Fawcett, 
extension animal husbandman, State 
College, Amherst, on dynamometer con- 
tests for 1934. He supplied statistics 
showing that the contests drew an at- 
tendance of 26300 at the five fairs 
which engaged the pulling apparatus— 
Topsfield, Brockton, Eastern States, 
Northampton and _  Belchertown—with 
prizes aggregating $850. “The dynamom- 
eter for 1933 sustained its reputation 
as an attraction at fairs,” he said, with 
big things expected this year. In the 
absence of Representative Ernest H. 
Sparrell, Norwell, Mr. Danziger delivered 
a report on legislation, chief item of 
which concerned the resolution. 


At the luncheon Everett W. Stone, 
overseer State Grange, spoke in the ab- 
sence of Samuel T. Brightman, master 
of the grange. Following the opening 
of the afternoon inning William T. 
Ryan, Worcester, spoke on trotters, pacers 
and runners, Observing that the Horse 
Show held here last week was one of the 
biggest attractions of its kind. 

In an open forum discussion George 
Parley, State College, said that boys and 
girls exhibiting their wares at fairs 
find themselves the better for it when 
they reach maturity.” 


Kingman Has New Type 


Alex Sloan, prominent auto-race di- 
rector, was introduced by Mr. Danziger. 
Mr. Sloan said that in his recent tour 
of many areas in the country he found 
a change in the feeling of the farmer 
and the fair man. “They are more en- 
thusiastic,” he felt.

that bare and empty atmosphere around 
their aquatic establishments by having 
different paintings and drawings cof 
aquarium figures done on their walls.” 
“But,” I impolitely interrupted. “isn't 
that the usual and trite thine?” My 
informer agreed with me but went on 
to explain: 

“Some pool operators in their quest 
for elaborate and novel displays deco- 
rate their places with all sorts of ban- 
ners and paintings and construct figures 
te lend all kinds of effects, with the re- 
sult that the tanks lock worse all 
dressed up than if they were left alone. 

“It’s my opinion that decorations at 
peols should keep closely connected with 
swimming and marine things in general. 
One effective pool decoration and one 
that is most inexpensive is to equip the 
tank to look like a boat. The entire 
spot can be given that ship appearance 
from lifebuoys hung on the sides of a 
tank to fish figures painted at the bot- 
tom of the pool. The porch and sola- 
rium can be made to look like a ship's 
deck, with even a typical captain's 
bridge erected in the center.” 


To be sure, there are many possibilitics 
of transforming a pool into a veritable 
stationary boat. But your being inter- 
ested in that type of decoration is not 
the question. On the other hand, the 
question is: Don’t you think that tanks 
which are not decorated in any way but 
which are just operated with a bare 
tank and empty walls look ugly? 

Well, I think they do. Ard I think 
that owners of indoor and outdoor pools 
alike should consider painting their 
walls at least this season as a start 
towards the decoration of the entire 
interior of the tank.

Some 
have contained legitimate and constructive criticism, but it remained 

for a magazine published in Mount Morris, Ill., to print the most 
inane and damnably inaccurate article, based on filth dug up from the 
bottom of a can of decomposed literary garbage, that has yet appeared 
in print regarding this tremendously popular form of amusement. 


The gullible and unsophisticated editor starts off in the introduction 


- saying that the author, after touring the country with roaming tent 
shows, had “climbed from billposter to chief ‘pitch man.’”

If it wasn't for the libelous insult he offers to the real 
trouper, his Pittsburgh story, including the importation of “300 thieves 
from New York” and the murders of concessioners who did not come 
across, the whole yarn would be just as funny as a Mickey Mouse ani- 
mated cartoon. 


“It is safe to say that carnivals steal each season from the public 
between $40,000,000 and $50,000, ; . usually done with connivance 
of city officials (gee, wonder how this dumb baby ever found out that 
there were crooked city officials) . . these grasping public servante 
have made it possible for carnivals to continue, when all other forms of 
tented amusements (except the circus, and this year only three remain) 
have succumbed to economic pressure.” Ye gods, there will be at the 
very ieast 25 circuses on the road this year, if you want facts, Mr. 
“Authority.” 


Why, this “brilliant” author has even put what he calls a “gaff” on 
the long-range shooting gallery! Whoever heard of prizes being offered 
at such a shcoting gallery, which is one of the most innocent and popular 
forrs of amusement on earth, and is patronized in the spirit of amuse- 
ment. A reproduction of the front of “An Old-Time Carnival Side Show” 
turns out to be the front of the Yankee Robinson Circus Side Show! 

“In some of the larger carnivals 800 people are carried. Ninety per 
cent of them are engaged in the concession business . . . a few years ago 
approximately 1,0CC various-sized outfits combed the country.” 

The imbecilic article, written evidently under a nom de plume, is 
merely another instance of the vile campaign that is being constantly 
waged against the carnival industr branch of the amusement world 
that will, as well as the circus, outlive other forms of amusement, for fust 
as sure as you are alive today even when television comes in their homes, 
children when seeing and hearing the carnival midway will immediately 
shout: “Oh, daddy. but | want to really ride the Merry-Go-Round.” 

The “cenius” who inspired the article states that he jumped thru a 
window and ran away from home one night to join a carnival. Midway 
Bill suggests that he go home and jump back thru the same window.

There is no gainsaying the fact that

Farnsworth for their inspection and ap- 
proval.

Recent suggested 
changes in the code. along lines already 
indicated in The Billboard, probably will 
be incorporated within the instrument.

ISTORICAL STUFF—Harry W. Cole, 

of Detroit, having read Walter 

Winchell's full column devoted to 
the Ringling Circus, notes that the 
Broadway gossip included this item: “No 
elephant born in captivity in America 
has ever lived over a few months. Old 
Mom kicked off last winter. The baby 
was born in 1917 in Sheboygan, Wis. 
It died in a few minutes.” Mr. Cole 
offers contradictory information, observ- 
ing that Columbia was born in the win- 
ter quarters of the Cooper & Bailey 
Circus in Philadelphia, March 10, 1880. 
“It grew up to be such a bad bull that 
it was executed in winter quarters at 
Bridgeport in October, 1907.” An ele- 
phant named Bridgeport was born in 
winter quarters on February 2, 1882, and 
died there on April 12, 1886, Mr. Cole 
says. “And what about Prince Utah, 
only living domestic born elephant, at 
last reports, born in Liberty Park Zoo, 
Salt Lake City, Utah, April 29, 1918?” 
Mr. Cole declares that this lets out Old 
Mom as “the last mother.” 


So I went over to see Bill Emery, who 
is in charge of the pachyderms on the 
Big Show, to discover what he had to 
say about this discussion. Mr. Emery 
had plenty to say. He said that Babe 
was the mother and Pilot the father of 
Columbia. He confirmed the facts 
about Elephant Bridgeport, but he 
didn’t know anything about the birth 
of Prince Utah, so that would make 
Cole a little wrong. Winchell is correct 
when he indicates that Mom was the 
last mother, unless Emery is wrong 
about Utah, which would make Cole 
right and Winchell wrong. It’s a very

fine game and I wish I were a historian 
just now. Emery might be in a good 
position to know his elephant lore. He 
has spent 50 years around the ponderous 
ones, including time with the Barnum 
Show, Ringling, Robinson and Hagen- 
beck-Wallace. Maybe Frank Braden, 
Ringling show press agent, could settle 
this whole matter. He knows a bit 
about elephants himself. 


Now comes Johnny Morosco, of Play- 
land, Rye, who writes: “Just another 
echo from last summer's female human 
cannonball controversy. On page 322 
of P. T. Barnum’s Autobiography [ find 
the following: ‘In 1879 and 1889 the 
show was very successful. I introduced 
the firing of Zazel from a cannon. This 
has since been the principal feature of 
other shows, as has also the tattooed 
Greek, whom I first introduced to the 
American public in 1876.’ This quota- 
tion should prove beyond a doubt that 
Zazel was the first woman to be fired 
from a cannon in America and it re- 
affirms my belief in the veracity of 
Ruth Costello.” I have read Mister 
Barnum’s autobiography, which is a 
very entertaining piece Of work. How- 
ever, Mister Barnum was a notorious 
humbug. He admitted it himself. I 
think he was the greatest showman- 
propagandist this country has ever pro- 
duced, but he was still humbug more 
often than not. Last summer several 
yarns appeared in these columns which 
tended to prove that Zazel was not the 
first. I beg Mr. Morosco to offer better 
proof than Barnum's. 


Fred C. Murray, of the American 
Fireworks Company, comments on the 
sleeping tendencies of Henry Rapp, of 
the same firm: “You may remember 
Henry Rapp sleeping all during the 
blare of the circus and the question 
coming up, if he does this at the circus 
what does he do at a funeral?

Let's 
hope they’re right, and let’s further hope 
that this will be the case with all other 
forms of outdoor amusement, such as 
carnivals, parks, fairs, tent repertoire 
shows, medicine shows and so forth.

HE law as regards carnival shows in 

Wisconsin this year remains un- 

changed and there has been no 
change in the interpretation of same. 
Therefore, a carnival will be required to 
pay $100 for the entire show regardless 
of number of shows and rides, but if it 
should have less than five rides or shows 
the rate will be figured at $20 for each 
one. 

In addition to the license it is a re- 
quirement of the Wisconsin law that 
where a carnival has three or more peo- 
Fle on its pay roll it must carry compen- 
sation insurance.

killed John G. Kent and Dr. Orr,” he is 
quoted as declaring, “but I am not going 
to let them kill me. I can fight if I want 
to. but I'm not going to this time. I'm 
finished. I've had two attractive offers 
in other directions and life is too short 
to ruin it attempting to live and work 
under such obstacles.” 


The board approved appointment of El- 
wood A. Hughes, secretary, in the joint 
capacity of general manager and secretary 
and of T. Gordon Dalglish, comptroller, 
to the office of treasurer, both appoint- 
ments being temporary and pending per- 
manent appointments to the posts. It 
was stated that while the resignations 
were effective forthwith, it was known 
that Dr. Waters would not divorce himself 
entirely from exhibition affairs until 
April 30 at the earliest. 


Says Issue Is Dodged 


Retirement of Mr. Brentnall in effect 
meets the demand for his dismissal con- 
tained in a supplementary letter which 
Dr. Waters addressed to Col. F. H. Deacon, 
president of the board, on April 18. The 
beard took no action and did not even 
discuss, however, the three demands in 
Dr. Waters’ letter—removal of past presi- 
dents from the executive committee and 
the board as a whole, or at least of their 
voting power; a guarantee against inter- 
ference with the general manager in’ 
carrying out his duties and controlling 
his staff, and the rescinding of the recent 
action of the board in placing contracts 
as low as $500 under control of the execu- 
tive committee. 

While Dr. Waters said in his letter that 
he did not imagine the board would ac- 
cede to the proposals, certainly not 
unanimously, and that he would not 
withdraw his resignation unless they 
were, he declared after the board meeting 
that the directors had “disappointingly 
sidestepped the main issue.” They had 
dealt only with the two resignations, he 
noted, and not with the conditions on 
which his objections and charges were 
based, with the exception of Mr. Brent- 
nall’s elimination from the staff. 


Active for Gold Mine 


“They have ignored the crux of the 
whole difficulty, the removal of the past 
presidents and reorganization of the 
structure of the board,” said Dr. Waters. 
“The remova: of Mr. Brentnall should 
benefit the exhibition and make things 
easier for the staff, but a reorganization 
of the board will have to come sooner or 
later if the board is to fit the institution 
and be adapted to modern conditions.” 

Dr. Waters later announced that he 
would devote himself to affairs of the 
Four Nations gold mine, being president 
of the developing company, and to 
promotion and development of four or 
five other properties in the Kirkland Lake 
mining district. He and his associates 
also intend to engage in brokerage busi- 
ness, taking over the firm of H. Don 
Miller & Company and operating it under 
the name of H. W. Waters, Limited. 


Waters Will Aid Meets 


CINCINNATI, April 21.— It having 
been intimated in Toronto that retire- 
ment of Dr. H. W. Waters as head of 
the CNE might affect the fall conven- 
tions in Toronto of the International 
Association of Fairs and Expositions 
and National Association of Amuse- 
ment Parks, The Billboard immediately 
queried Fred A. Chapman, Ionia, Mich., 
president of the IAFE. Mr. Chapman 
wired this reply: “Dr. Waters’ resigna- 
tion will not affect our association 
meeting in Toronto. I phoned him to- 
day and he assured ne of the co-opera- 
tion of all Canadian fairs in making 
our joint meeting a success.” 


SLA Banquet Plans Okeh 


CHICAGO, April 21.—President Ernie 
Young, Showmen’s League of America, 
and A. R. Hodge, secretary of the Na- 
tional Association of Amusement Parks.

In Ring 1 
the Jung Trio, comedy acrobats; Ring 
2, Three Harddigs, hat jugglers; Ring 3, 
Neapolitan comedy acrobats. All enter- 
taining. 


DISPLAY 8—Buck Owens, cowboy 
movie star, and his trained horse, 
Goldie, together with a band of rootin’, 
tootin’. hard-ridin’ cowboys and cowgirls 
in trick and fancy riding and roping, 
whip cracking and other Western sports. 
A picturesque band, including also a 
couple of Russian Cossacks, and their 
exhibition was entertaining thruout. 
Buck Owens’ little dram& with his horse 
drew heavy applause. 


DISPLAY 9—An exhibition of graceful 
riding in all three rings. There was 
some change here from the printed pro- 
gram, hence names of the riders were 
not obtained. Following this exhibition 
the giraffe-necked woman from Upper 
Burma was driven around the track and 
drew much comment. 


DISPLAY 10—Cyse Odell, a young 
aerialist who has beauty, grace and per- 
© ality and should become an outstand- 
in, attraction if given the right sort of 
buildup. After a routine of tricks on 
Roman rings she gave a marvelous, ex- 
hibition of skill on the web, doing some 
77 throwovers with a grace that was 
pleasing. 


DISPLAY 11—Educated sea lions, three 
groups presented under direction of Ray 
Hebeler. Marvelously well trained and 
sure-fire entertainers. 

DISPLAY 12—Punny Ford, worked by 
Earl Shipley and Paul Jerome, clever 
comedians, who get a maximum of 
laughs from the now familiar stunts. 

DISPLAY 13—-Three troupes of tal- 
ented equilibrists. Ring 1, the Cris- 
tianis; Ring 2, the Neiss Troupe in ex- 
ceptionally good trampoline stunts; Ring 
3, the Angelo Troupe. All topnotchers 
presenting difficult stunts with apparent 
ease 


DISPLAY 14 — Elephants, presented 
under direction of that veteran trainer, 
Cheerful Gardner, who ranks with the 
best of them. Bulls worked by Misses 
Stevens, Wanda Wentz and Dorothea 
Johnson. Concludes with remainder of 
the bulls being brought in to make a 
lineup of 30 on the track for a display 
of pachyderms that astounds. 

DISPLAY 15—Eddie Reece, billed as 
“the man of steel,” who allows an auto- 
mobile to be driven over his body. 
Naturally, there’s a trick to it, but it 
provides a real thrill. 

DISPLAY 16—Human butterflies, sus- 
pended by their teeth, in a series of col- 
orful aerial gyrations. The Edward Sis- 
ters, the Cronin Sisters and the May- 
field Sisters. With new wardrobe these 
iron-jJaw acts are exceptionally pleasing. 

DISPLAY 17 — Equestrianism. The 
Cristiani Troupe, an importation from 
Europe, appearing here for the first 
time. These riders, five men and two 
women, give an exhibition of horseman- 
ship that drew heavy applause. Out- 
standing trick is a back twister from one 
horse to another. This act has a num- 
ber of very difficult stunts and made a 
wonderful showing. 

DISPLAY 18—Liberty horses in all 
three rings. Superb collection of horse 
flesh marvelously trained by Rudy Rudy- 
noff to do all sorts of intricate marches 
and: drills. Worked by Gordon Orton, 
Rudy Rudynoff and Mr. Joyce. Rudy- 
noff has proved himself one of the 
best horse trainers in the business, and 
his assistants handle their horses with 
the skill of experts 

DISPLAY 19—Bombayo, the Man From 
India, again doing his astounding 
somersaulting feats on a bounding rope. 
Preceded by a serpent bearer and 15 at- 
tractive girls in diaphanous and multi- 
colored attire, he enters seated in a 
howdah atop an elephant. Is given a 
special announcement and no other act 
works while he is doing his routine. 
Goes over big. 

DISPLAY 20 — High-school horses. 
Twenty-four beautiful animals ridden by 
attractively dressed girls and going thru 
their entertaining routines with unerring 
accuracy. As fine a lot of high-school 
and dancing horses as can be found any- 
where. 

DISPLAY 21—Perch acts. The Arleys, 
the Four Polis and the Jardys, all pre- 
senting thrilling stunts. The Polis and 
Jardys over from Europe, the former for 
their first time. The Polis do one stunt 
with the understarder supporting three 
men on the pole at one time, one of 
whom does a headstand. 

DISPLAY 22 — “Clown convention,” 
with the entire clown aggregation work- 
ing in center ring. 

DISPLAY 23—Flying acts. The Fly- 
ing Codonas and the Famous Hills, both 


among the best of their kind, in stunts 
that keep the audience gasping. A third 
act, the Thrillers, with Bert Doss, was 
scheduled to open Sunday. Alfredo 
Codona himself is not working in the 
Codona act. 


DISPLAY 24—Conclusion of the show. 
Hurdles, men’s Mat race, pony and mon- 
key race Liberty race and Roman-stand- 
ing race, making a colorful finale to an 
excellent show. 


Because of the short time between 
reviewing the show and the publication 
date it was impossible to get rosters of 
the band, clown alley and some other 
material. These will appear in next 
issue. 


The Side Show 


Sterling (Duke) Drukenbrod, again in 
charge of the side show, has an excellent 
lot of attractions. He Knows the side- 
show game thoroly and handles the show 
in a manner that reflects credit upon 
his management. Everything neatly 
framed and all attendants and attaches 
look their best. When the show goes 
under canvas there will be a No. 1 and 
a No. 2 side show, both under the man- 
agement of Drukenbrod. The No. 2 will 
be an open-front show Known as Dark- 
est Africa, with special banners and jun- 
gle effects. John J. Chaison and Clifford 
Van Horn will be on tickets, and Dr. 
McKay inside lecturer. 

The No. 1 side show will present an 
especialiy attractive appearance on the 
road.

The importance of the operator in the coin-machine business 
is proved by the fact that so many people profess to be his friend. at 

But it will pay the operator to always bea little wary of those 
who are forward in their professions of friendship. People who 
profess friendship often have some motive in view; they usually 
want something and do not always prove to be such true friends 
when a real test comes. 

The operator has his place in the industry and he also has his 
problems. He is out to make a living and must watch his corners; 
he will have to do most of his fighting for himself no matter how 
many people profess to be his friend. 

Some time ago I suggested that every operator who wanted 
a real friend should find some manufacturer or some distributor 
or jobber that proved to him to be reliable and do business with 
that manufacturer or jobber. Under present circumstances, such 
a rule still seems to be good. 

There are reliable manufacturers and there are reliable dis- 
tributors and jobbers in the trade. Each operator can find firms 
to his own liking and maintain friendly business relations with 
them. Inthe business world the operator will find that his truest 
friends are those with whom he has friendly business relations. 

Reliability is the key word by which the operator will want to » 
judge his friends. 

Nobody is going to put himself out to help the operator, 
no matter how much he may profess to be his friend. Oper- 


DETROIT, April 21.—Coin machines won the attention in Detroit in hearings 
that lasted a full week. thru the trial of a suit for injunction sought by Henry C. 
Lemke, of Lemke Specialty Company, and a parallel suit by Alphonse N. Gaspard, 
former secretary of the Detroit AMA. Both plaintiffs sought to restrain the police 
from molesting pin games and similar type machines. The hearing took place before 
Judge Vincent M Brennan in Circuit Court. The issue is said to be the result of a 
breakdown in a “gentlemen’s agreement” with the police not to place machines 
within two to four blocks of schools. 
Local operators are said to have caused 
the trouble by placing machines too near 
the schools. During the hearings ma- 
chines were brought into court and were 
played by officials as well as players 
brought in by the plaintiffs. Detroit 
newspapers published attractive illustra- 
tions of the tests of the games before 
the court. 

An emotional appeal was made to the 
court by a school official who brought 60 
children to testify they had lost money 
on machines. Robert T. Speed, attorney 
for the coinmen, however, elicited the

“The industrial employment index, so 
figures issued by the Detroit Board of 
Commerce reveal, shows @ 157 per cent 
improvement between March, 1933, and 
March of this year. 

“Local industrial power consumption 
has increased 131 per cert, a figure elo- 
cuent of the revival of factory employ- 
ment. 

“The volume of trade in department 
stores has grown 90 per cent. 

“The volume of business in other 
stores has grown 112 per cent. 

“The number of building permits is- 
sved in March of this year was 356, or 
151 more than in March, 1933, and the 
estimated construction costs were $484,- 
699, an increase of $327,218. 

“The delivery of passenger automo- 
biles and trucks in Detroit and Wayne 
County last month was almest three 
times as great as the number of deliv- 
eries in the preceding March, and was 
larger than in any March since 1930. 

“So it is all along the line. Industry 
and business are growing. Employment

The space al- 
lotted to machines will also be much 
larger to give patrons more room for 
enjoying the machines.

Progress on 
Lower Taxes

Reduction of tobacco tariff 
is pushed ahead during 


tax battle 


e 

WASHINGTON, April 21—A subcom- 
Mittee of the House Ways and Means 
committee injected the tobacco tax re- 
duction issue into the heated discussion 
of general taxation by filing an amazing 
recommendation for a 40 per cent re- 
duction in all tobacco taxes this week. 


The committee was headed by Fred M. 
Vinson, of Kentucky. 

The startling argument advanced by 
the Vinson subcommittee of the House 
Ways and Means group, recently engaged 
in an exhaustive study of tobacco levies, 
was that the proposed reduction would 
enable the sale of a 10-cent package at 
the rate of two packages for 15 cents, 
while the regular 15-cent package could 
be had at the rate of two packs for 25 
cents. The 40 per cent cut also would 
give genuine relief to the tobacco grower 
and the consumer and the manufacturer 
would get no more profit, this sub- 
committee report concluded. 

The report of the Ways and Means 
committee for the tax reduction was 
unanimous, but cigaret vending ma- 
chine men are not so favorably im- 
pressed with the prospect of retail sales 
of two 10-cent packs at 15 cents nor 
the sale of two standard 15-cent packs 
at 25 cents. Some of them State that

standard machines set to vend a pack at 
15 cents could easily dispense two packs 
of the dime size at the same prize. 

“We feel,” concluded the five members 
of the committee, “that this reduction 
on all tobacco products will have direct 
beneficient effect upon at least 3,000,000 
American citizens, occupying 432,000 
American farms, who are dependent 
upon the price which they receive for 
their tobacco for a living for themselves 
and families.” 

The committee rejected a proposal 
that the tax be limited to a 10 per cent 
reduction on the so-called “10-cent cig- 
arets,” declaring such a reduction would 
not meet the needs of the present situ- 
ation. 


In the arguments for the tobacco 
grower and the consumer the sub- 
committee shows that in the depression 
years tobacco taxes have poured more 
than $2,000,000,000 into the Treasury. 

“The total tobacco tax receipts,” said 
the report, “for January and February, 
1934, for cigarets alone exceeded the 
revenue from such sources in January 
and February 1933, by $12,600,000. 

“Assuming that under the present tax 
this increase would continue thru the 
year, there would be an increase in tax 
of $75,000,000 for cigarets alone in 1934 
over 1933. This would mean practically 
$475,000,000 in tobacco taxes for the cal- 
endar year of 1934 against the total 
yr tax received for the fiscal year 
of 1918.

This 
change of price must be made quickly on 
account of competition.

It seems 
that his interest in chewing-gum mer- 
chandisers was aroused by the appear- 
ance of the small merchandiser on the 
market. All we know about the national 
brands of chewing gum which this op- 
erator requests is as follows: Wrigley’s 
gum is tied up with Collier’s Service 
Organization, which has subway, ele- 
vated and all other traction interests 
for the gum for vending-machine pur- 
poses, and this is held jointly by Camco 
(Consolidated Automatic Merchandising 
Corporation), of New York, which has 
the same privileges for its circular 
Doehler merchandisers which you have 
probably seen attached to the Peerless 
weighing scales in your city. The last 
we heard of Beechnut chewing gum was 
that the Sellweigh Machines Company, 
of Utica, N. Y., had it for its com- 
bination scale and merchandising ma- 
chine. We believe that Harry Benjamin 
is still in charge of this firm. The 
American Chicle gum, as you probably 
know, is now contracted with a Chicago 
firm. And that’s that, as far as the 
national brands are concerned. There 
are other small gum merchandisers. The 
latest one being the machine which D. 
Robbins & Company, of Brooklyn, is 
placing on the market. Dave Robbins 
uses his own private brand of gum un- 
der the Robbins’ label. A tab gum is 
also sold by the Fleer people, of Phila- 
delphia. We also believe that the 
Goudey Gum Company, of Boston, 
manufactures a stick and tab gum. 


H. J. H., of Paris, France, wants to 
know where he can obtain small vending 
machines which are suitable for stand- 
ard merchandise for use in the larger 
hotels in Paris. It seems that the 
Parisian hotels do not serve their guests 
with soap, as do the American hotels, 
and therefore he believes that he has 
a great market for a small merchandis- 
ing machine which can be installed in 
the bathrooms of such hotels as the 
Crillon in Paris. He also states that it 
is sometimes necessary for the guest 
to go three blocks to a mile to procure 
shaving cream, tooth paste or razor 
blades. Very few hotels over there, it 
Seems from his letter, have drug ac- 
commodations. All we can suggest to 
Mr. H. J. H. is that he get in touch 
with the Advance Machine Company, of 
Chicago, which has small single-column 
units which might be suitable for this 
type of merchandise. The Automatic 
Retailing Corporation, Brooklyn, a sub- 
Sidiary of the Doehler Die Casting Cor- 
poration, may also have small units for 
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Operators’ Headquarters For 
Quality Bulk Merchandisers.

use in bathrooms. There hasn’t been 
much of a demand in this country for 
this small type of merchandiser and 
therefore it is hard to plage the inquiry 
in the hands of a manufacturer who 
may be able to supply his needs. Stew- 
art & McGuire, of New York, has a large 
multiple and modernistic merchandiser 
which might be of use in the lobby or 
the halls of the hotels. This new mul- 
tiple merchandiser can handle 700 dif- 
ferent kinds of standard packaged mer- 
chandise and may be just the solution 
for the problem. If any of these aren't 
of any use, Mr. H. J. H., let us know 
and we'll dig in further. 


M. S. G., of New Jersey, wants to 
know where he may obtain coffee and 
sandwich merchandising machines. The 
sandwich machines may be obtained 
from the newly formed National Sales 
Machines Company, of St. Louis, but 
we do not know where the coffee ma- 
chines can be had since the end of the 
Standard Automatic Sales Corporation, 
of New York. There were at one time 
many liquid vending machines. There 
is a Cafeteria Vending Machine Service 
in New York which has a coffee vending 
machine and we suggest that M. S. G. 
call us at the New York office and we'll 
gladly refer him to the party. 


Here’s one for the books. R. B., of 
Kansas City, Mo., wants to know where 
he can buy pin games on time pay- 
ments. There ain’t any such animal, 
R. B. 


J. G., of Massachusetts, wants to know 
why the manufacturers don’t popularize 
the pin game by national advertising. 
Well, that’s one suggestion which has 
been placed before the manufacturers 
many times. At the Cleveland conven- 
tion in 1950 there was an actual pres- 
entation made which won the applause 
and the acclaim of all those present for 
its cleverness. But it seems that some- 
how the manufacturers can’t get around 
to the value of popularizing their prod- 
uct thru national advertising. The only 
advertising we remember in national 
media was by the manufacturer of the 
El Bumpo game some years ago in Col- 


lier’s. They had a half-page ad, but in 
the main this was for the sole purpose 
of attracting distributors. We are in 
agreement with J. G. that the pin game 
should now have national] advertising, 
not alone for the betterment of public 
relations but also to attract more players 
to the game itself. This will benefit the 
operator, who will have larger collections 
and therefore be in a position to buy 
more machines. The jobber and the 
manufacturer will profit from the in- 
creased sale. In short, such advertising 
cost will be quickly amortized. 


D. L., of Pennsylvania, wants to know 
just what we consider the “best” pin 
games. Well. D. L., the best pin games 
are the ones that bring you full cash 
boxes every week. 


H. P., of Chicago, reminds us that 
there was a five-cent book merchandis- 
ing machine on the market some time 
ago. Yes, H. P., there was such a ma- 
chine on the market, but those folk 
have ‘ong since gone out of business. 
The michine was made for those small 
five-cent blue books. 


R. J., of Georgia, wants to know what 
the manufacturers mean by a seven-day 
free trial of their machines? It seems 
that R. J., according to his letter, tried 
to get a machine sent to him for seven 
days without sending money in advance. 
Well, old man, you will note that the 
manufacturer states in such advertise- 
ments that one-third deposit is required. 
You send him the money for the ma- 
chine and after seven days use if you 
do not believe that it comes up to the 
expectations claimed for it, then send it 
back and we're certain that the manu- 
facturer will send you the full purchase 
price. He will not send you the ship- 
ping cost and you will have to return 
the machine shipment prepaid, but after 
all you had it on location for a week 
and in most cases this usually will at 
least earn cost of freight both ways.

President Roosevelt signs 
order which approves as- 
sessments for enforcement 


* 

WASHINGTON, April 21.—Failure to 
pay assessments for code administration 
was made a violation of the recovery 
act when President Roosevelt signed an 
executive order this week providing for 
approval by General Johnson of budgets 
and assessments of code authorities for 
financing the administration of codes. 
This applies to codes which contain pro- 
visions for supporting the code author- 
ity or to codes that may be amended 
to contain such provision. 

NRA officials said the executive cr- 
der and the administrative order made 
public by Col. G. A. Lynch, NRA’s new 
administrative officer, acting for Gen- 
eral Johnson, will mean that all code 
authorities which have been collecting 
money for code administration must 
cease until their figures have received 
the approval of the NRA. 

The administrative order made it 
clear that industries under more than 
one code would not be expected to con- 
tribute to the expenses of more than 
one code authority, representing their 
principal line of business. 


Many codes contain no provision for 
financing of code administration. These 
are expected to apply for provisions in 
their codes. However, several other in- 
dustries, among them some of the larg- 
est in the country, have such a large 
percentage of members in the trade as- 
Sociation which forms their code au- 
thority that NRA officials do not expect 
any assessments for code administration 
outside the regular dues for member- 
ship in the trade association. 


Dave Robbins 
Goes Charity 


NEW YORK, April 21.—The latest to 
contribute games to charity as a gcod- 
will gesture is D. Robbins & Company, 
Brooklyn, with a delivery to institutions 
of 50 pin games with the coin chutes 
removed. Dave Robbins received many 
letters of thanks from them, one sent by 
an organization which for many years 
campaigned against the pin game on the 
grounds that it disrupted the morals 
of children by teaching them to gamble. 

Robbins has done a world of good in 
the matter of changing their minds about 
pin games. 

This new charity wrinkle bids fair to 
sweep the country. Many are contribut- 
ing used games which are still in good 
condition.

per head” and dissolved the temporary 
order. A number of operators interviewed 
said that the fund was needed because 
the present contest greatly concerned the 
operators generally. 


Following the dissolution of the tem- 
porary writ, hearings started on a perma- 
nent injunction, This came to an end 
on the opening day when a compromise 
plan was reached between operators and 
the police department. 

Principal provisions of the agreement 
are: 

That all machines near schools will be 
padlocked on school days at noon and 
after school hours; padlocks may be re- 
moved after 6 p.m. 


Children under 16 may not play pin 
games; however, any child accompanied 
by parent or guardian may play them. 
This rule will be probably posted on ma- 
chines. 

No prizes of any kind may be offered. 
either by the operator or the location 
owner: “side bets” are strictly forbidden. 

Under the compromise Lemke and 
Gaspard secured the return of 141 ma- 
chines that had been taken in. To give 
permanent effect to the agreement it was 
also arranged that the principal pro- 
visions should be drafted into a bill for 
a city ordinance. Mr. Speed, attorney for 
the coinmen, was designated to draft 
the ordinance. The hearings were ad- 
journed for one week to observe the 
workings of the agreement.
